ltattour A rgues that the Coercion A ct 
H as B een Successful. 
L ondon, February 10th.—In the House 
of Commons this evening Balfour, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland—continuing the. de­ 
bate on the address in reply to the Queen’s 
speech—commented on the changed tone 
of Gladstone, as manifested in his speech of 
last evening. Where, he asked, was the 
impassioned orator who used all the re­ 
sources of his rhetoric to inflaiue-.be public 
mind against the law and against the po­ 
licemen V 
Mr. Gladstone interrupted the speaker, 
saying there was not an atom of foundation 
for such assertion. 
Balfour—“ People now traveling in Ire­ 
land declare the condition of the country 
greatly improved, and Judges confirmed 
this opinion. The Government is engaged 
in an old struggle, but never before had 
any Government arrayed against it the 
forces recognized by the opposition.” 
He claimed that the figures adduced just­ 
ified coercion and proved that the Govern­ 
ment’s policy was successful. 
John Morley said the House would infer 
from Balfour's speech what the temper was 
in which he administered coercion. Re­ 
garding Irish criminal statistics, he said the 
period showing a decrease of crime in­ 
cluded six months’ calm, during which 
eviction notices could not be executed. 
The diminution of boycotting was due, not 
to coercion, but to an entirely changed 
state of feeling and a deeper sense of re­ 
sponsibility toward the Liberal members 
who were co-workers with the.Irish to ob­ 
tain justice for Ireland. [Cries of “ Hear !’’ 
“ Hear !”] The Irish party was now as­ 
sured that it would ultimately realize its 
aspirations. If it should ever be deprived 
of that hope, the eflects of coercion, aggra­ 
vating social disorders, would become pain­ 
fully apparent. 
Harrington (Nationalist) called Balfour's 
speech “ a choice example of his mendac­ 
ity.”The Speaker called upon Harrington to 
withdraw the expression, and Harrington 
acquiesced, but said he did so only under 
command. 
Parnell moved an adjournment of the 
debate, which was agreed to.

BENSON, (HE DENMARK TOURIST, 
ON NATIVE SOIL. 


The *• Record-Union’s ” Correspond­ 
ent Interviews «lie W anderer 
—Benson's Story. 


[SPECIAL DISFATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


[< ’opyright, 198.9, by the California Associated Press.] 
N ew Y ork, February loth.—John A. 
Beuson made his re-entry into the United 
States in the custody of United States 
Marsha! Franks this evening. He arrived 
from Europe on the steamship Lahn. this 
being her first trip. The Lahn came to 
anchor at Quarantine late this afternoon, 
when it was evident that the blinding 
snow-storm which came up suddenly 
would make it unsafe to proceed any 
farther to-night. There it seemed probable 
that the steamship and all her passengers 
would be compelled to pass the night. A 
revenue cutter went down, however, and 
by courtesy Marshal Franks and his 
prisoner were taken on board and brought 
to the city, while all others were kept on 
the ship all night. The only person who 
witnessed the arrival ot Benson (the Cus­ 
toms officers excepted), was your corre­ 
spondent. 
The revenue cutter, with your humble 
servant on board, left the barge-office dock 
about 4:30 r. m. The weather was bitter 
cold, with a still breeze blowing. Steam­ 
ships coming in were laden heavily with 
ice. Soon a snow-storm set in heavily. 
The cutter plowed her way through a literal 
sea of ice on the way to the Quarartine. It 
was so misty with snow that the cutter, 
which was under the command of Board­ 
ing Officer O’Neill, was more than once on 
the point of turning back. Had this inten­ 
tion been carried out, Benson would not 
have been landed until to-morrow. 
THE NOTED TOURIST ON DECK. 
The Lahn was sighted through the storm 
about 6 o’clock. She is an immense 
steamer, and when her tier of lighted bull’s- 
eyes gleamed through the snow it looked 
large enough for a hotel. The revenue 
men thought at first it was impossible that 
it could be a steamer. When the cutter 
was alongside the Lahn the snow fell in 
suffocating gusts, the wind shrieked though 
the rigging, and it was almost impossible to 
stand on the cutter's deck, but both Benson 
and Franks were on the steamer's deck. 
The boarding officer from the cutter 
went on the steamer and gave Franks per­ 
mission to land with his prisoner. Little 
tune was wasted in parley, Benson back­ 
ing first down the steep ladder to the cut­ 
ter's decks in the darkness, and Franks 
followed. Benson’s luggage, consisting of 
a large valise, was handed down. When 
Benson entered the cabin of the cutter it 
was seen at once that 
A GREAT CHANGE 
Had taken place in his physical condition 
since he left Sail Francisco for travel 
abroad. His coat, which originally fitted 
closely, lapped half-way over. 
H e was, 
however, in good spirits, seemingly, and at 
once said that so far from being unwilling 
to return to San Francisco, he was anxious 
to do so, and that but for interference he 
would have been in San Francisco at his 
appointed time. He had written out a 
statement on this point, which was as fol­ 
lows : 
BENSON’S OWN STORY. 
1 was in Europe on business. 1 left the juris­ 
diction of the Court with the full consent and 
knowledge of my bondsmen, aud with the 
knowledge of the District Attorney. t»n De­ 
cember 1st I received a telegram stating that t lie 
Grand Jury had reported, and for me lo return 
at once, as I was wanted. I can prove, in the 
plainest m anner, by several telegrams and let­ 
ters, that I was in the act of returning when I 
was arrested, aud had I lieen allowed to have 
communication with my attorney, 1 am sure I 
w ould have been cleared at once". I'regard my 
arrest as a great outrage, as I was under bonds 
to return when wanted, and the bonds had not 
been forfeited, and by arrest I was prevented 
from returning and answering in Court on the 
day on which my bondsmen agreed to have me 
there. 
A PROMISED SENSATION. 
This statement Benson had seemingly- 
intended to use in lieu of an interview, but 
when questioned he said he had a great 
deal to say, should he think it best after 
consultation with his attorney, ex Congress­ 
man Frank Hurd. He had a statement 
which would cause a sensation. He did 
not want to make these at this time. 
HIS EXPERIENCE ABROAD. 
He did not object, however, to telling the 
substance of his story, since he arrived at 
Copenhagen, while withholding some par­ 
ticulars. It was true, as reported in this coun­ 
try by cable, that he was first arrested at the 
instance of an English detective on suspi­ 
cion that he was an American dynamiter. 
The British detective shadowed him one 
week, and was satisfied that he filled 
the description oi a man wanted as a dy­ 
namiter, and so he clapped him into soli­ 
tary confinement. Had there not been a 
mistake in his remittances, he would 
have been on his way to America several 
days before he was arrested, but once in 
jail in solitary confinement he remained 
tiiere about two mouths. After some days 
it was concluded that he was not the dyna­ 
miter wanted, but he was held without'any 
charge that he knew of. He learned, how­ 
ever, that he was wanted in America. 
Benson's story concerning his jail life in 
Copenhagen is interesting. He says that 
he was completely isolated—so much so 
that he found it impossible to have any 
communication with friends, with Ameri­ 
can Consul, or Minister, and finally failed 
in an attempt to communicate with Secre 
tary Bayard. He was not allow to receive 
any letters or telegrams, or to send any, 
and was denied the privilege of se­ 
curing counsel. The old indictments 
found 
against 
him 
in 
California 
were seized in his baggage and were held 
to be evidence against him. He offered to 
prove that these indictments were quashed, 
but was not permitted to do anvthing in 
this direction'. Finally he was’ told by 
United States Minister Anderson that ex­ 
tradition papers were on the way for his 
return to the United States. 
DELIGHTED TO SEE THE MARSHAL. 
lie did not wish to offer any objection to 
returning to this country, and hoped that 
the officer to come for him would be 
Marshal Franks. Consequently he was de­ 
lighted when he saw that jovial official, 
although ha came to take him into custody. 
“ How did they treat you in Copen­ 
hagen?” asked your correspondent. 
Benson seized his vest with both hands 
and pulled it out until there was sufficient 
room under it to place a good-sized satchel. 
“ That's bow,” he said with a laugh. 
“ Now,” continued Benson, “ if you 
could see the dispatches which Frank 
Hurd received from me, and which he has, 
it would appear perfectly plain that not 
only I bad no intention to remain abroad, 
but that I was expecting to start at once for 
the United States just before I was arrested. 
After seeing Hurd I may have an addi­ 
tional statement to make. I have one 
written out, and if he says so I wiil give it 
to the press for publication. At present 
this is all I care to say.” 
INTERVIEW WITH MARSHAL FRANKS. 
Marshal Franks was then interviewed. 
He told of bis departure tor Europe, as it 
has been previously recorded. When asked 
if he did not know before he had 
reached Washington that it would be 
hopeless to try to conceal his identity bv a 
false name, he laughed, and said that 
he really didn’t care much when he was 
found out He had no objection to showing 
the requisition upon which Benson was de­ 
livered into his custody. This document 
was dated at Washington. Januarv 10th, 
and was signed by President Cleveland and 
Secretary Bayard. The directions con­ 
tained in the document were carried out 
to the letter so far by Franks. He ar­ 
rived in Copenhagen January 23d. Three 
days later he started with Benson in cus­ 
tody for the United States, and bv good 
fortune caught the steamship Lahn.’ which 
proved to be an exceptionailv fast vessel. 
This was about all of Franks' storv. 
Benson offered no objection to coming. 
They had a smooth voyage over, with the 
exception of one day. when Franks was 
seasick. 
NO OBJECTION TO COMING BACK. 
“ Now,” asked your representative of 


Benson, “ will you interpose any objection 
to-morrow, by writ of habeas corpus or 
otherwise, to going back to San Fran­ 
cisco ?” 
“ Certainly not,” was the response ; “ I 
am anxious to go, and certainly I should 
not think of suing out a writ of habeas 
corpus, knowing that it would be futile." 
" Do you have any fear about return­ 
ing?” 
To this direct question Benson responded 
as before : “ Certainly not. Why, I was 
as glad to see Franks as I would have been 
to see my grandmother.” 
THEY WILL START TO-DAY. 
It was announced by Franks that he 
would start for San Francisco to-morrow 
(Saturday afternoon, taking Benson along, 
and he is keeping him in custody this even­ 
ing. Benson said he had expected to be in 
San Francisco between Christmas and New 
Year, and that he was about two months 
overdue. 
THE TARTY REACHES THE cTTY. 
By the time the cutter had reached the 
land the snow had fallen to a considerable 
depth. Franks and Benson and your agent 
took the Sixth-avenue elevated cars, cn 
route to the Hoflmun House, where Ben­ 
son expected to find his attorney, Frank 
Hurd, and where he expected to decide 
whether the statements which he described 
as likely to create a sensation should be 
made to-night. Hurd was found to be in 
Washington, and the party accordingly 
went in search of Colonel Boh Ingersoll, 
and also to find a person who could give 
information as to the best way to summon 
Hurd, so that he might be here to-morrow. 
This person proved to be C. F. t tiapman, 
who was Secretary to both Presidents 
Grant and Hayes. Chapman was on the 
watch for Beuson. and as soon as he saw 
the cab roll into Twenty-second street, 
near Broadway, he went to it at once, aud 
found Benson. 
benson’s abdom inal vacancy fil l e d . 
The next step was for the party to ad­ 
journ to a restaurant on Sixth Avenue to 
discuss Eastern oysters, where Benson ex­ 
hibited ibe vacancy in his vest to Chap­ 
man. and where Benson arranged to have 
Hurd here in time to-morrow to counsel 
with him. 
Franks will take Benson to San Fran­ 
cisco via the Central Pacific route, starting 
to-morrow, if no obstacle is interposed in 
the meantime.

Saved Hy H er B oy.

THE CENTRAL PACIFIC. 
V ice-P resident H untington Before the 
H ouse B aiiroad C om m ittee.

W ashington. February 10th. — This 
morning 0. P. Huntington, Vice-President 
of the Central Pacific Railroad, made a plea 
before ihe House Committee on the Pacific 
Railroad fur refunding the debt of his 
road to the Government, which to casual 
observer was filled with pathos, but to 
those who kuow the details of the manage­ 
ment of ids road was a wonderful piece of 
irony. He said the read was built by 
Mark Hopkins, Leland Stanford, Charles 
Crocker and himself: that the road had 
always been pour and could not meet its 
obligations to the Government on the basis 
now fixed by law. 
“ Have all these four men kept poor 
with their road . ’ asked Mr. McMahon of 
the committee. 
Hunting replied : “ Well, I cannot say 
that we have. We are reckoned rich men.” 
When asked what the road and its 
possessions could be duplicated for, Plunt- 
ington went into great detail what the ma­ 
terial had cost and could now be bought 
for, and closed by concluding that the Cen­ 
tral Pacific could be duplicated for less 
than the first mortgage. 
“ Would it not be money in your pocket 
then, to turn the road over to the Govern­ 
ment?” asked Weber of the committee. 
“ We prefer to keep the road and pay the 
debt," was the reply. 
Huntington wants the Central Pacific’s 
indebtedness put into 250 semi-annual pay­ 
ments, which would aggregate about $i,- 
090,000 a year. 
ANXIOUS FOR A SETTLEMENT. 
W ash in g to n , February 10th. — In his 
statement before the House Committee on 
Railroads to-day, Mr. Huntington said that 
ho did not appear before the committee to 
make any argument, but only to have a 
talk with the committee. The settlement 
of the Central l’acitic debt was a very old 
matter and somewhat irritating, and he 
would very much like to have it settled. 
He wished to talk a little about the build­ 
ers and the building of the Central Pacific, 
and to see if an agreement could not be 
reached by which the Government could 
come into its own and the company pre­ 
serve its property. He had been with the 
road since its organization. His associates 
were all neighbors of bis, and came into 
the organization at his personal solicitation. 
He had asked them, not because they were 
men of large means, but because of their 
integrity. H e bad put in twelve hours a 
day on the company’s business from that 
day to this, and none of the company’s em­ 
ployes had worked harder. The men who 
went over the ruad in a palace car said it 
could not have cost much, but it had cost 
a great deal of work. 
DIFFICULTIES ENCOUNTERED. 
Huntington, describing at length the dif­ 
ficulties encountered in the construction of 
the road, said : “ Nobody knew of the dif­ 
ficulties except the men who built it, and 
now we are brought before the American 
people as if we bad taken something be­ 
longing to the 11 ivemmeut. We find noth­ 
ing to apologize for,” said he. “ There is 
nothing 1 want changed, and nothing I 
want to take back. I do want a fair state­ 
ment made, so that tbis matter can be 
taken out of Congress and we can know 
just what we have to do.” 
HIS PLAN OF SETTLEMENT. 
As to the matter of a settlement, witness 
said: "My impression i that it we are 
allowed proper equities—and Í believe the 
Government does not want to make any­ 
thing out of the road in ihe way of inter­ 
est, but simply to get its own, and they cer­ 
tainly do not need anv more money in the 
Treasury at this time—alt can be made 
satisfactory. Put down whs: Ye company 
owes, equate ttie ínteres: at.d fix the debt 
as of a certain day—say Jutv 1st next, ar.d 
divide the total into 250 semi-annual pay­ 
ments. That is. an extension equal to fifty- 
two years or thereabouts on the whole 
amount (ail great railroads in the country 
are increasing, rather than diminishing the 
length oi their mortgages), and if then our 
equities were allowed, it would bring it in 
wnere we could meet it.” 
THE COMPANY'S EQUITIES. 
Witness said the completion of the road 
seven years ahead of time was one of the 
equities claimed by the company, and he 
believed that any proper tribunal"would s 
consider it. Another tiling that might he 
considered as among the equities was the 
fact that the country tributary to the Cen­ 
tral Pacific bad been opened up to other 
competitors. 
The Chairman asked if the Central Pa­ 
cific claimed that it could not pay its debt, 
by partial payments, in fifty years?” 
Huntington—“ \*ou have a record of 
what it is doing, and it certainly will not 
pay. There is nothing in sight.” 
Tracy asked witness as to the amount of 
the 250 semi-annual payments proposed by 
him. He replied that he expected to get 
something off the debt on account of equi­ 
ties, but he estimated that the payments 
would be a little over $1,090,000 a year. 
Collins asked if the witness believed the 
Courts would allow the claimed equities, 
such as franchises to the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific and Northwestern and Northern Pa­ 
cific Companies, and the fact that the road 
had been completed seven years ahead of 
time. The witness responded, “ Y’es.” 
The payments of $1,090,000 contemplated 
by bis proposition were based upon an 
assumption of the cash value of the road. 
The $150.000,000 proposition also contem­ 
plated the payment of interest at two per 
cent.Collins inquired if the pamphlet prepared 
by Conkling and Shipman and published 
in the New Y'ork papers did not set forth 
the claims of the road. 
Witness could not say positively, but the 
gentlemen who prepared it had all the in­ 
formation that he could give them. 
At the conclusion of his statement, 
Huntington agreed to submit a written 
statement of the credits claimed by the 
company and a memorandum of his pro­ 
position as worked out. 
The committee adjourned until to-mor­ 
row, when it is understood Charles Francis 
Adams, President of the Union Pacific 
Company, will give his views upon the 
various funding bilis. 


Its Success Jeopardized by G ardner's 
Letters.

W ashington, February 10th.—There is 
serious danger of the defeat of the Califor- 
! nia live per cent, bill in the House. This 
bill passed the Senate, and is pending be- 
lore the House. The chances in favor of 
its passage (there were favorable until < iard- 
ner s letters to Governor Waterman were 
published. The statement that $140,000 of 
the amount to be given to the State would 
go to State Agent Mullan for his services in 
securing the passage of the bill, mav defeat 
the measure. California lias about $700,000 
at stake in this measure, and it is a matter 
of doubt whether the bill will pass or not. 
¡ It has never been in such a favorable posi- 
j tion as it now occupies. 
' The members of the delegation take the 
ground that no part of the money pro­ 
vided in the bill to go to the State can be 
diverted from the purpose for which it is 
intended hy any contract with Mullan, as 
State Agent. That is a matter to be deter­ 
mined hereafter. 
The State may be 
relied upon, they say, to deal fairlv with 
its Agent. 
The Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds will get a hearing in the House 
next week, and the bill will then be 
called up for consideration. Its passage is 
by no means assured, and Mr. McKenna, 
to whom belongs the credit for advancing 
the measure to its present stage, thinks it 
unwise to jeopardize it by injecting an ex­ 
traneous proposition.

A C hinam an Tries to W ork H is N ephew 
Through the G olden G ate. 
W ashington, February 10th. — Lone 
Chew, a Chinese merchant residing on the 
Pacific Coast, recently inquired of the 
Treasury Department whether the require­ 
ments of Section 6 of the Chinese Re­ 
striction Act might not be waived in the 
case of his nephew, a young Chinaman 
now at Hongkong, whom he intended to 
bring over and given an interest in his 
business. 
He was informed that, inas­ 
much as by express terms of the statute 
the certificate therein specified shall be the 
sole evidence permissible to establish, on 
the part of any Chinese person nota laborer, 
the right of entry- into the United States, 
the inquiry admits of no other than a 
negative answer.

Crazed W ith Liquor, a Brute M urders

St. P a u l, February 10th.—Farmer M. 
Janauschek, who lived near the little town 
of New Prague, Minn., is dead by his own 
hand, his wife lies by liis side, murdered 
by her husband, and their daughter, a girl 
oi' ten, lies at the point of death, with a 
bullet in her head from her father’s pistol. 
Shortly before 3 o’clock Wednesday 
morning the citizens of New Prague were 
startled by the cries of a boy who dashed 
on horseback through the streets of the 
quiet little village, hallooing and scream­ 
ing “ Murder! murder! help! help!” He 
finally reined up in front of one of the 
principal stores in the village and fell on 
the ground in a swoon. It took some time 
to revive him. The moment he opened 
his eyes he shuddered visibly and moaned 
as if crazed with horror. He was about 
fifteen years of age. a cripple, and the step­ 
son of Mat Janauschek. 
THE boy’s AWFUL STORY. 
lie said his stepfather had come home at 
about 6 o’clock in an intoxicated condition 
and in a very quarrelsome mood. He be­ 
gan abusing his wife ami the children. He 
threw a chair at the poor woman and or­ 
dered the smaller children to bed. 
The woman tried to quiet her husband, 
but it was of no avail. Then the cripple 
tried to pacify him. This made the brute 
more angry. He took the boy by the hair 
and dragged him out of the door. 
The boy crawled up to the window aud 
looked inside. To liis horror, he saw his 
step-father draw a revolver from his pocket, 
point it at his mother and, with a horrible 
string of oaths, say : “ Now I've got you. 
Inside of ten seconds you'll be dead.” ' 
The boy saw his mother sink to her 
knees on the floor and heard her pray to 
God and to her brute husband for mercy.

P h ila d e lp h ia , February 10th.—The Pa­ 
cific Coast seems to have secured in this 
city an outspoken champion of the move­ 
ment to prevent the immigration of Chi­ 
nese to the United States. The Press to­ 
day has a strong anti-Chinese editorial, 
half a column in length. In the course of 
tiiis article it snys : “ Public sentiment 
lias been aroused in the Fast to the injury 
that must soon result from unrestricted 
immigration from Europe, and tbere will 
be much greater willingness to listen to 
arguments against Chinese immigration. 
The opposition in the past to placing re­ 
strictions on immigration from China bas 
come largely from a failure to understand 
the real situation on the Pacific Slope, but 
now that the East itself is realizing some 
of the harm which results from indiscrimi­ 
nate imtnigratioii.it will be all the more 
ready to sympathize with California and 
adjacent States and Territories in their 
effort to put an end to the much greater in­ 
jury they incurred from coolie and im­ 
moral immigration from Chinn.” 
NEW S PnO .il ABROAD. 
A N ew York Journal D iscusses the Cali­ 
fornia Labor Situation. 
N ew Y’o rk . February 10th.—The World, 
in answer to inquiries ubout the Calitorniu 
State Board ot Trade’s invitation to work­ 
men to come to the coast, says: From 
private and other advices the World is in a 
position to state that the labor market of 
the Pacific coast is not in any better condi­ 
tion than that on this side of the Rockies. 
The Carpenter in its last issue says : “ Stay 
away from the Pacific slope. Cheap rail­ 
road fares have flooded every town with 
hordes of idle labor, willing to work for 
even $1 a day.” 
According to its reports from twenty-four 
cities in California the same journal states 
that carpenters’ wages range from $2 50 to 
$3 50 a day, and the condition of trade 
ranges from “ over-stocked ” in San Fran­ 
cisco to “ fair” in several small places. 
Other trades are reported in a similar con­ 
dition. 
CRIM E RAM PANT. 
R obbery and M urder R ife in the Larger 
Eastern Cities. 
Chicago, February 10th.—Concerning a 
general condemnation of the local police 
force which the press has given it as the 
result of Mr. Snell's murder, the chief of 
detectives says : “ If those who criticise us 
and deplore our condition would take the 
trouble to find out how things are going on 
in New Y'ork and other large cities, they 
would say, comparatively speaking, we 
are in a heaven on earth. ' There seems to 
be a general uprising^ of robbers all over 
the country. New Y'ork is torn to pieces 
with burglars and other midnight ma­ 
rauders. St. Louis is also, I might say, at 
the mercy of thieves. 
“Not alone are burglaries of nightly occur­ 
rence tbere. but highway robberies are 
quite prevalent. Men are held up in the 
streets and alley-wavs and robbed of their 
money and jewelry. 
If we had such a 
state of things as that here there would be 
a pretty row.” 
The son of Mr. Snell, who was murdered 
by burglars, has offered a reward of $10,000 
for the arrest and conviction of the mur­ 
derer. 


A DESERTER. 
D r. M cGlynn Says th e A nti-Poverty So­ 
ciety D oesn't N«*ed G eorge. 
New Y’ork, February 10th.—Dr. McGlynn 
last night addressed the down-town Anti­ 
Poverty Society. Alluding to George's re­ 
cent utterances, he said : “ YVe can get 
along abundantly well without Mr. George. 
If he comes back into the party again, even 
if he does not support Mr. Cleveland or the 
Democratic party, he will have to take a 
much humbler position in the ranks.

A n A ctive Dom ain! for One of C alifornia's

fornia evaporated apricots, -and much 
higher prices soon are probable. For some 
time past the best goods bave been a drug 
in the market at 14 cents. A few days ago 
a tot of 500 boxes was placed at 14 cents, 
and from this buyers' interest began to in­ 
crease, and the fact by this means was 
brought to the surface that in all the prin­ 
cipal cities the supplies had been seriously 
cut into. 
Holders then became firmer in their 
views and buyers were anxious, which have 
now resulted in an advance to 16 cents, 
with bids at 15 cents quite eagerlv made, 
without business upon this basis. 'Reports 
from Philadelphia advise little stock ob­ 
tainable. Cb icago is said to be about out, 
and in Boston there is a very small availa­ 
ble quantity, while on the Pacific Coast the 
supply is reported exhausted. 


BA D ENOUGH. 
North D akota’s Blizzard D eath-R oll F oots 
V|> 114 Victim s. 
Minneapolis, February 10th.—The Even­ 
ing Journal publishes official statements 
showing that the loss of life by the recent 
blizzard in North Dakota has been greatly 
exaggerated by some papers. Governor 
Church writes saying that there is no want 
of tood in tbs Territory, and that the loss 
of life in Y ankton coiinty was only three. 
Ex-Governor Pierce corroborates Governor 
Church, and is joined in the statement by 
bankers and prominent citizens of North 
Dakota. 
As to live stock the exaggeration is still 
worse. Of 6,000 horses, 7.000 sheep, 20,000 
cattle and 15,000 hogs in Y'ankton county, 
not over fifty in all were lost.

The determination to "'put the host foot 
foremost,” harshly called boasting, is de­ 
clared to be an American characteristic 
Whatever its nationality, its existence is a 
fact, and its exercise universal. 
To it the 
gatherer of information owes a large debt. 
An attentive car puts him in possession of 
the advantages of a given locality from 
the dweller’s i>oint of view, although a 
trained judgment i- sometimes called upon 
to adjust the proper proportions of meed 
and merit. 
A brief sketch of this city may l>e of 
interest to your readers—because “it lives, 
moves, and has its being” (figuratively 
speaking) in an industry that is as yet one 
of California’s undeveloped resources of 
wealth — lumbering. 
Williamsport Is 
lively little city of 2s,iX)0 or .'5(1,000 peo­ 
ple, briskly abreast with the times. 
That 
means a good deal, when the times demand 
such a shipping place to keep up with its 
inventions and discoveries; times, for in­ 
stance, which regards gas as an illuminant 
as lielonging to an antiquated past. 
WILLIAMSPORT IS PARTLY LOCATED 
In a narrow valley, with the river and 
mountains in the foreground and softly 
rounded hills in the rear. 
The hills and 
mountains begrudge space to the valley, 
and have narrowed it to little more than 
a mile at this point, on which account the 
city has taken to itself eight miles of the 
river front, and proposes to add as it may 
need. 
The mountains in whose shadows 
Williamsport lies is the Bald Eagle range, 
a spur of the Alleghenies. The river is 
the west branch of the Susquehanna. 
Susquehanna is Indian for 
‘‘the long 
river,” although this rather mathematical 
interpretation was probably unknown to 
tiie English poets, who were socbarmed by 
its melody as to select it for the river that 
was to water the new Eden it was their 
splendid dream to create in the solitudes 
of the Western World. 
To Coleridge, it 
was 
“ the divine 
Susquehanna." 
To 
Southey, “ the very name—Susquehanna— 
sounded as if it was the sweetest of rip­ 
pling rivers.” 
One may wonder if, in the 
summer of 1794, those twenty-seven Pan- 
tisocrats had been able to supply the 
modest demand of the American land 
agent; had been able to plant their colony 
on the banks of their chosen river, live 
their ideal lives, found their new race; 
whether this river would lie as poetically 
historic as are the mounts and meres 
of English Cumberland, made famous by 
those of their number who became the 
lake poets. Those places, whose names 
captivate the least fanciful of readers: 
Derwentwater, Crasmere, Lodore, Greta 
Hall and Kvdal Mount, are visited by 
thousands. 
\\ ho can say these pilgrims 
would not be seeking the valley of the 
Susquehanna fur the homes and haunts of 
the 
poets—hut for that 
lacking 
two 
thousand jxiunds. 
TIIE EASTERN WINTER. 
_ In our Northern States, where contrast 
is a law of nature, it is the fashion to de­ 
preciate the winter appearance of town 
and country. 
With the leafless tree’s and 
snow-covered fields all beauty is supposed 
to have departed. The season of hells and 
cutter has not only a beauty of its own, 
hut a charm, which is undervalued hv the 
citizens of these parallels. 
Air which 
exhilarates, brings roses to the cheeks, 
stirs the pedestrian to miracles of speed, is 
a tonic and energizer not to be flouted as 
is the habit of the grumbler. 
And so the 
lovers of frosty fun seem to think, who 
have put to good use the six weeks of sleigh­ 
ing which cannot protract itself much 
longer. 
It is said that California youngsters take 
stock in the north-pole version of the • lar­

of \\ illiamsport. 
Lumbering is a distinct 
business or craft, and like the course of 
empire, moves westward its centers of in­ 
dustry. 
From Maine to Califomia^will 
receive a new significance when .these 
hardy men, following the lead of capital, 
have invaded your forests, as vou have 
already bidden them to do. * It is to 
be hoped the Pacific slope will not he 
e.eared 
in the wholesale fashion going 
on in the States. The statistics of this one 
region point the wisdom and neeessitv of 
such measures for the preservation of 
forests as are introduced by Senator Hale 
of Maine_

Strong piers 
arc built which divide the water space 
into cribs—the logs being held in safety 
by boom sticks of the strongest tinkers 
which rest on the piers. It* present eatiai-

iamsport—and Williamsport is not the 
only ¡mint in the Pennsylvania hunlier 
region—it becomes a matter of surprise 
that there remain unbroken forests in Sul­ 
livan, Tioga and other counties, containing 
hard as well as soft woods. 
But already 
capitalists from Buffalo and elsewhere have 
purchased thousands of acres of these 
forests, and are preparing to hew and saw 
them into fortunes. 


LUMBER-MAKING, ETC. 
\\ illiamsport’s part of the business is to 
turn the shapely log into 
lumber, and 
twenty-eight sawmills are busily employed 
to this end. The Dodge mills are said to 
lie the largest in the United States. 
The 
annual shipment of lumber, as represented 
by figures, is immense; yet no inconsider­ 
able amount finds home consumption in 
the planing, sash and shingle mills, of 
which there are thirteen; and the furni­ 
ture manufactories. 
A good example of 
man’s ingenuity is afforded in some of the 
planing mills, where skill is not confined 
to the simple dressing of lumber. 
Pitted 
tip with costly machinery, under the direc­ 
tion of expert workmen, they are prepared 
to manufacture, and ship to any part 
of the globe, [mrtahle houses, ready to be 
set up and occupied. 
Not only this, hut 
they can fill an order to equip them with 
turniture, from the fancy chair or table to 
the toys and swing for the nursery; and 
furnish the packing boxes in which to 
ship. 
All the uses to which lumber is put 
may lie said to be in process of manufact­ 
ure here, employing capital and labor to 
a greater or less degree—and these are 
side industries. 
Tiie great quantities of 
hemlock bark have attracted tanneries, 
ami there are seven extensive establish­ 
ments for the tanning and dressing of 
leather. 
Where the manufacture of lum­ 
ber is so extensive the waste is enormous, 
and a novel 
industry lias sprung up 
in the effort to utilize this by converting 
it into kindling wood and shipping to the 
cities. 
Three hundred and fifty bovs 
and 
girls 
find light work anil 
fair 
pay in the two factories, which have more 
orders than they can supply. 
The Lumbermen’s Exchange is a hand­ 
some block—and it seems almost super- 
Hons to add in conclusion, that the “ lum­ 
ber kings” occupy costly and elegant 
homes. 
But it is the stateliness of the 
private residences that arrests the atten­ 
tion of the stranger.

IN SOUTHERN MEXICO. 


T he H an gin g o f P ictu res. 
It is generally admitted that a symmet­ 
rical disposition ot pictures, when practi­ 
cable, is more agreeable to the eve than 
when they are hung in a haphazard fash­ 
ion, and if mathematical uniformity of 
grouping were the only object in view, 
that object, in dealing with a miscellaneous 
collection, might easily lie secured. 
But 
whenever pictures are classified under 
schools 
the ¡Hissiliilitv 
of arranging 
them according to size is at once greatlv 
restricted. 
Nor is this ali. 
\\ hen two or 
more of similar dimensions have been se­ 
lected for a group it not infrequently hap­ 
pens that the nature of the subjects treated, 
the chromatic quality of the works, or the 
stele (if their execution, is such as to ren­ 
der their juxtaposition incongruous. 
A 
brilliant and gaily-colored picture hung 
near one which is painted in a soiier kev 
will sometimes take all the life out of the 
latter, and reduce it to the level of a work 
in monochrome. 
On the other hand, to 
group together a series of sombre-tuned 
pictures is apt to produce a gloomy ef­ 
fect, and the hanger has therefore to 
steer 
between two 
extremes. 
Again, 
for 
the 
purpose of study, 
it 
is 
no 
doubt convenient that the works 
of 
a particular master should hang side hv 
side. But the varying scale of such works, 
their dissimilarity of shape—horizontal, 
upright, square, circular, oblong, or arch­ 
headed, for instance—will often present 
obstacles to such a plan. 
And even where 
conditions of size, color, and subject are 
favorable to the close association of certain 
pictures, it may happen that while some 
of them deserve the best plaej that can he 
found on the walls, one at least of the 
group is of inferior quality, and cannot lie 
allowed to occupy space which may justly 
he claimed for a work of higher "merit 
though less 
consonant in style. 
Last, 
though not least, the requirements of stu­ 
dents have to he borne in mind. 
The pic­ 
tures which they select to copy may not he 
always in the first rank of art, hut they 
are generally popular works, and when the 
object in view is to produce a salable copy, 
or perhaps to execute a commission, some 
pardonable dissatisfaction would ensue if 
the original were hung up in an incon­ 
venient place.— Xinekenth Century.

Next morning a number of priests robed 
in pure white carry the body on an open 
Jiier to the Dohkma, or Tower of Silence. 
1 his curious nation tomb is a huge round 
tower situated in some remote or lonely 
sp<it. and surrounded liv branching trees. 
It is open to the skv and reaches far down 
into the depths of the earth, and is fur­ 
nished with a number of irou-grated floors. 
When they reach the Tower of Silence! 
the relatives and friends stand praving 
while the fire-priests place the hi«lv on a 
long slide or a kind of see-saw plank held 
down by ropes. 
This done, the ropes are 
loosened, the plank rebounds, and the life­ 
less form slips on to one of tiie iron-grated 
floors of this strange tomb, and is left for 
the birds of the air.

TOTAL ANNIHILATION 
By the next watery mountain that came 
thundering on. 
Cooking w as, of course, quite out of the 
question. The steward, clinging to the 
sides of the ship and appearing to walk 
flv-fashiou — head downwards — brought 
coffee and sandwiches ; hut nobody could 
do more than make an external applica­ 
tion of the former. 
The second night was worse, if possible, 
than the first, the berths being so filled 
with water that we dragged our mattresses 
upon the floor, while winds, wilder than 
the imagination can conceive, how led and 
shrieked around the tiny hark like wild 
beasts hungry for their prey.

Then the Captain ventured shore­ 
ward, and shortly after sunset the coast of 
Tamaulipas appeared in sight.

was cast near the mouth of the Rio Panuco, 
and a flag hung out to summon a pilot-boat 
to convey us to the shore. 
An hour passed in waiting—two hours— 
and still no notice was taken of the sig­ 
nal ; a sure sign, so said the officers, that 
the bar was impassable. 
The Captain 
looked anxious, aud prognosticated another 
week of northers. 
An irate fellow-passen- 
ger—the superabundance of whose h’s be­ 
trayed his h’ English nationality, and who 
had not ceased swearing since we left Tux­ 
pan—declared by everything sacred and 
profane that lie had “ knowed vessels as 
was ’indered ’ere thirty days, yes, h’even 
three mouths by that blanketv bianketv 
bar!” 
Happily, hope springs eternal in the 
human breast. 
We lingered upon deck 
till night closed around, and then retired 
to tiie damp cabin, serene in the belief 
that to-morrow’s sun would see our feet 
once more on terra tirma. The last sight 
that greeted us in the deepening twilight 
was not encouraging—a gloomy stretch of 
forest, fringing low, sail-looking shores, 
white surf breaking furiously over a long 
line of yellow sand, and sea-gulls scream­ 
ing dismally as they circled around the 
ship. 
Alas for human hopes ! 
Next morning 
found us away out at sea again, the anchor 
having been hauled up during the night, 
as the Captain concluded it might be im­ 
possible to cross that Tampico bar lor many 
days—and meanwhile northers were immi­ 
nent, and it behooved him to get Ills cargo 
into Matamoros without further loss of 
time.

I his jKirt is situated some nine miles 
from anchorage, up the l’anuco river—or

The bar at its incuth carries less than 
eight feet of water at higli tide, and thus 
vessels of the lightest draught are com­ 
pelled to lie at a distance, exposed to all 
the winds that blow. 
One by one we clambered over the side 
of the old-fashioned packet, for one peril- 
on-moment suspended, like Mohammed’s 
coffin, I f t ween heaven and earth, and were 
safely transferred to a tiny sail-hoat toss­ 
ing upon the blue-green waves beneath. 
I hough the day was calm, the sea upon 
the bar was tremendous, and numerous 
rolling wrecks strewn all about testified 
that the had reputation of the place is not 
undeserved. 
It is formed by long lines of 
submurged sand hills, which cross each 
other north and south. 
The treacherous 
passage between them varies with the shift­ 
ing sands, and pilots can he guided only by 
the surf. 
A row of enormous white pelicans, with 
thoughtful, eagle-like faces, sat perched 
upon a sand-bank, watching how we passed 
that dreaded bar.

Certainly we received the Worth of our 
money, if the number of miles they carried 
us he considered; and in due course of time 
we were landed at Matamoros, away 
near the mouth of the Rio Grande 
sire Brownsville, in Texas. 
More correctly speaking, we were landed 
at Bagdad, which is the port ol Matamoros. 
Neither is Bagdad a veritable seaport, 
though it lies directly on the coast, for so 
shallow is the water thereabouts that ships 
cannot approach it within several niiies. 
No land is visible till we drop anchor,some 
two leagues away, when a “tender” comes 
out to take off the passengers, cargo and 
mails. 
Even here the transfer of freight and 
passengers is sometimes delayed for days, 
on account of the “northers” which during 
1 half the year devastate this unprotected 
coast. Tamaulipas (pronounced Tam-aw- 
lee-pas) is the Gulf State next north of 
Vera Cruz, with au area of 78,500 square 
kilometers. 
Matamoras is on its northern 
edge and Tampico on its southern—both 
being river towns and alleged ports of 
entry. 
( hi the south the Tampico river 
divides Tamaulipas from Vera Cruz, and 
on the north the Rio Grande separates it 
from Texas, while the States of Nuevo 
Leon and San Luis Potosi form the west­ 
ern boundary, and the wind-swept Gulf 
tiie eastern. 
MATAMORAS 


Is the largest city in the State, having a 
population of 13,000. 
It has a flue old 
cathedral, several 
handsome 
churches, 
Custom-house, 
Chamber 
of Commerce, 
casino or club house, two theaters, the 
celebrated San Juan college, and one of 
the best business colleges in Mexico, iiorse- 
cars, electric lights, three newspapers, and 
most other luxuries of nineteenth century 
civilization. The gubernatorial palace anil 
public building were located in Mata­ 
moras, till recently removed to Cuidad 
\ ietoria (Victoria City), a much smaller 
and less important town, but more central. 
Tamaulipas is about the most unhealthy 
S u te In the Mexican Republic,though noth­ 
ing will induce the inhabitants thereof to ad­ 
mit it. 
All its Rio Grande border is subject 
to calenturas rvitito and malarial fever, as is 
also the entire coast line, from Tampico to 
Bagdad, especially during the wet months. 
The natives, however, are almost proof 
against these diseases, and they are sel­ 
dom fatal to foreigners, hut are considered 
merely the common and necessary process 
of at»-limitation. 
Cuidad Victoria has 
never been visited either by vomite or 
Yellow Jack, and therefore its citizens 
consider it the healthiest, a* it certainly is 
oa: of the prettiest, little cities on "the 
planet. 
A few years ago Matamoras was so af­ 
flicted with yellow fever that hundreds 
died within a week, and commerce received 
a set back from which it has not yet re­ 
covered. 
The epidemic wa» at its worst 
Juring the month of September, and spread 
along the river as far north a, the village 
ot Mkr. 
In its course, towns, hacienda* 
aud hamlets were completely depopulated, 
and for a time all the industries of the 
people were prostrated. 
After several days of waiting at Bagdad 
and Matamoras, we again set sail for fam - 
pico, this time southward, over the same , __ 
route we had lately come per force, which nia. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION, 
After a thorough discussion on its general 
scope, has been approved in the Chamber 
of Deputies, by a vote of 144 against 4— 
hut subject to future discussion and passage 
of each article (if the same. 
Senor Don 
Joaquin Baranda, Secretary of Justice 
and Public Instruction, when asked to 
give his views on the matter, said that 
while the Executive did not take the 
initiative with reference to this bill, yet 
that branch of the Government has a de­ 
cided opinion on the subject, and lias made 
known its views thereon with the utmost 
frankness. 
It firmly believes that the 
maintenance 
of 
political institutions, 
peace, progress, and even the existence of 
the Republic, depends upon the diffusion 
of primary instruction; and to attain that 
end no other means has been discovered so 
effective as free and compulsory education. 
Said Secretary Baranda, “ 1 do not think 
it necessary to discuss whether the princi­ 
ple is a good one. because the discussion 
has been carried on for many years, and at 
last the method of compulsory education 
has been adopted by the most civilized na­ 
tions of the world, whether in those ruled 
by an absolute or monarchiid form of gov­ 
ernment, or in those where there is a re­ 
public and 
democratic 
administration. 
( ¡ermanv on the old continent, and on the 
new the I nited States and several Span- 
ish-Ameriean countries, eloquently demon­ 
strate that compulsory education is ilie 
basis of prosperity and the secret of na­ 
tional strength.” 
In the educational asylum recently es­ 
tablished in Mexico City by Mrs. Diaz, 
the President’s wife, there are already 
more than sixty children in regular at­ 
tendance. 
A law providing that eacii year the 18th 
of July—anniversary of the death of 
Benito Juarez, the Indian President— 
shall be set aside as a day of public 
mourning, has been published and gone 
into effect. 
An important decision has just been ren­ 
dered hv the First District Court of the 
Republic, affirming the validity of the 
Bell telephone and Blake transmitters pat­ 
ents, under the laws of Mexico. 
The de­ 
fendants in the case, a German mercantih 
house, were ordered to deliver their stock 
and instruments to the Mexican Telephone 
Company, also to make a statement of 
profits and hand them over, and to pay all 
costs of the suit. 
A monster petition against hull-fighting 
is being circulated in the Federal district, 
and will shortly he presented to the Gov­ 
ernment. Most of the newspapers denounce 
these spectacles as barbarous, and there is 
a string and growing sentiment against 
them ; yet. whenever a bull-fight is on. the 
Plaza de Torras is always crowded, by pa­ 
tricians as well as parvenus and visiting 
strangers. 
Likely as not President Diaz 
will now prohibit them altogether. Verily, 
we are getting too Americanized down here 
in Mexico.

—According to the Oil City Derrick, 53,000 
wells have been drilled in Pennsylvania 
and New York since the discovery of pe­ 
troleum, at a cost of $200,000,000.

wells have produced 310,000,000 barrels of 
oil, which was sold at the wells for $500,­ 
000,000. 
This represents a profit to the 
producer of $300,000,000. 
The amount ol 
oil exported is placed at 6,231,102,923 gal­ 
lons. 
In the pool in Washington county 
alone $3,200,000 have been expended in 
machinery and drilling. 
This does not in­ 
clude the millions represented in the nat­ 
ural-gas industry. 
Indej-endent of the oil 
business, there are about $50,000,000 in­ 
vested in natural-gas plants in Pennsylva-

A new device for a brooch is in the 
shape of a solid gold or silver shield stud­ 
ded with diamonds.

results by heating the oil with 1 to 3 per 
cent, of its weight of common soap for 
about half an hour.

Cut into pieces in the shape of 
bricks, the petroleum thus solidified ig­ 
nites 
only 
with difficulty; 
but, once 
lighted, it burns slowly, without smoke, 
leaving about 2 per cent, of black, odor­ 
less iesidue. 
Compared to that of coal, 
its combustion is one-third as rapid, and 
the quantity of heat produced would be 
far superior, when the draught is well reg­ 
ulated. 
In this state petroleum can be 
used in ordinary grates, or at least but 
slight changes would be required, 
lliis method, which succeeds with tiie 
petroleum of the Caucasus, is, perhaps, 
that which has been applied in the United 
States, and if the success was not the same 
in both cases, it seems entirely owing to 
the difference in the composition of the 
two kinds of petroleum. 
However this 
may lie, the question is an important one 
at the present day, and it is better to mod­ 
ify the nature of the valuable combusti­ 
ble than to attack tiie problem bv devising 
special apparatus for its utilization.—¿crac 
Scientijiijur.

B ir d ’s N e s t .— Dissolve three table­ 
spoonfuls of corn-starch in a pint of cold 
milk, add a pint of boiling milk, flavor 
and cork.

When firm, remove the shell, lay the mock 
eggs in a dish aud cover them with custard 
made of a pint of milk, yelks of three 
eggs and a cup of sugar, boiled and 
flavored.

F r ie d B e e f s t e a k .— Grease a spider 
and heat it smoking h o t; put on the beef­ 
steak, turning constantly until done. This 
is a good substitute for "broiled steak when 
there is a demand for gravy. 


M o la s se s D ro p s.—Two cups of pre­ 
pared flour, a scant cup of molasses filled 
with brown sugar, an egg, a tablespoon tul 
of melted suet and a third of a cup of 
water.

Í lie t.w n of Murphys is beautifully sit­ 
uated in a large flat that in former years 
was prolific in giving to the world its 
quota of gold, and its depths still contain 
untold thousands of dollars of this precious 
metal. 
It is the terminus of the stage 
road that connects the town with Stockton 
and San Francisco, .‘52 miles by stage and 
28 miles by rail to the former, and 150 
m iles to the latter. 
During the summer 
months the tourist travel is large to Cala­ 
veras big trees, 15 miles distant. 
The 
stage is run and mail carried regularly to 
that place, and those who wish, from busi­ 
ness or pleasure, to cross the mountains to 
Virginia City, Carson City and other 
joints in Nevada, or linger in the high 
altitudes for health or pleasure, at attrac­ 
tive points, where there is excellent trout- 
ing and hunting, and where the lovers of 
nature lind genial companionship, can do 
áO. 
The a ltitu d e of Murphy’s is 2,1500 feet. 
The soil is goal ami productive in the lit­ 
tle picturesque valleys that greet the eye 
with their green pastures and the fruit 
orchards here and there. The hillsides are 
not much cultivated, but that it can la- 
done with profit, prtaif is given in the 
neighboring county of Tuolumne, where 
excellent < rops o f grain are raised. 
Fruit 
is now claiming the attention of those who 
engage in such pursuits, and the higher 
ground is peculiarly adapted for its culti­ 
vation, particularly grapes. 
The fruit 
rai-ed in this vicinity is of suja-rii.r qual­ 
ity and of deliciuous llavor, and commands 
the highest price in market. 
lo e 1 1 ¡mate is healthful and the air 
pure and buoyant. 
The 
thermometer 
rarely, if ever, indicates a greater degree of 
cold than zero and in the heat of summer 
the mercury rarely reaches 100°. 
The 
community consists more of a mining and 
lumber-producing |>eopIe, however, and to 
these industries they will in lutiire be 
more closely allied. 
Mining, in quartz, is 
yet in its infancy in this vicinity, but w ith 
tiie present encouragement given it by 
wealthy capitalists who have become in­ 
terested here, gigantic strides in develop­ 
ments will he made on the opening of 
spring. 


AMONO THE FOREMOST MINES 
In the district arc the Oro Plata Compa­ 
ny s mines, the shaft being 1500 feet deep ; 
Red W ing mine, with shaft 100 feet deep ; 
Pay-Rock and \\ hite WiDg, all more or 
less worked. 
All are in limestone forma­ 
tion. 
1 he motive power employed is 
water and steam. 
1 he combined m illing 
capacity is about 50 tons daily. 
There are 
-1 Eustine pulverisers and a 15-stamp bat- 
terv, and six l'rue concentrators are in the 
m ill. 
The facilities for the extraction of 
quartz are excellent, and sufficient to keep 
the m ill running up to its full capacity. I 
have no reliable authority to give as to 
bullion shipments. 
The concentrates are 
rich, and are sent to San Francisco for re­ 
duction. 
The t alaveras Company’s mines were 
extensively 
worked 
some 
vears 
ago, 
and a large number of tons of quartz re­ 
duced. 
The deepest shaft in them is 500 
feet. 
An engine, air-compresser, etc., are 
near the main shaft. 
This mine is in good 
condition. 
Formerly there was a 20-stamp 
m ill on the mine, hut was destroyed by fire 
some years ago. 
There is no work at pres­ 
ent upon this projierty. 
'1 he Cunlifi and Driver mine, near by, 
has been worked successfully by shafts and 
tunnels for several years. 
The quartz is of 
high grade and yields handsome returns to 
the owners, Cunlifi and Driver. 
A five- 
stamp mill is on the premises, and is kept 
steadily running, crushing ore. 
Water is 
the motive power, and four men are em­ 
ployed. 
A m ile west of town are a number of 
mines worked by tunnels mostly, that are 
rich in promise. 
The Beatrice has two 
tunnels running into the lode—the upper 
one over one hundred feet in length, cut­ 
ting the lode at a depth of a hundred feet, 
ex posing-a. good lmdy of sulphuret quartz 
of high grade. 
The lower tunnel, which 
is now in over one hundred feet, w ill tap 
tin* lode at a depth of two liundreed feet; 
sixty feet have got to he cut in good slate 
to accomplish this. 
In close proximity to 
the Beatrice is the Comet, Mayflower, O. 
K., Buck horn, Treasure, and a number of 
other mine more or less worked. 
< hi ti.e outskirts of the town are the 
Fifty Hill group of mines, owned and 
worked i>y Morse and Stone. 
The veins 
are well defined, and the ore of the rich 
character found in limestone formation. 
One ton of quartz worked recently at the 
Selby smelting works, 
Benicia, yielded 
$107 free of expenses 
'I. A. (ioodwin, now operating in the 
Stanislaus district, a few miles distant 
from Murphys, is completing a mill on 
the Sunnvside mine to work the ore of the 
Suunyside and other mines belonging to 
the gr up near by. 
The motive power is 
water, and twelve men are now employed. 


l u m b e r w o r k s a n d s u p p l y . 
There are two lutnlier mills at a distance 
of twelve miles in the mountains, owned 
by John Manuel and the McKay Brothers, 
respectively. 
They have a cutting ca­ 
pacity of ¡5,000,000 leet in the season of six 
months, 
in the event of the narrow-gauge 
road coming here two more mills of much 
greater capacity will he erected, to cut 
lumber for market—one on the Weston 
tract on Indian creek, the other on the 
Gifford and Day tract on the Stanislaus 
river. 
The timber in the vicinity of the 
Big Trees, and miles beyond, is of dense 
growth, and of the liest quality. 
On the 
south and east of the Stanislaus it is even 
better, and untouched by the vandal hand 
of the shake maker, whe annually destroy 
millions ot feet of the best sugar-nine 
timber in their industry. 
The facilities 
for cheap motive power for m ills and man­ 
ufactories are of the best in this whole 
region. 
The North Fork of the Stanislaus 
courses through one tract, and Indian creek 
through the other. 


GRAND WATER SUPPLY. 
The Union Water Company’s ditch and 
tlume extends from Murphys sixteen miles 
to the point in the river where the water 
is taken from it. 
The extreme point of 
the company’s works, however, ate where 
the big reservoir is located—fifty miles in 
the 
mountains, 
near 
Blood’s Station. 
There the company have a reservoir whose 
capacity is sufficient to run 500 inches of 
water ninety days, and which is the stor­ 
age of this water until such a time as its 
precious drops are ’needed to quench the 
thirst of the parched ground of the farmer 
and fruit-grower and keep the wheels of 
industry in motion in mining enterprises. 
Greater storage capacity can easily he pro­ 
cured in the valleys of the Sierras, and an 
abundance of water-shed to furnish all the 
water needed lor every pur] awe. 
The 
ditch is owued bv Grayson »v Borland, of 
Pan Francisco. 
TJie flume and ditch have 
recently been reconstructed, and have a 
carrying capacity of ¡5,000 inches of water. 
Aside from its uses in mining, which are 
manifold—supplying Murphys. Douglass 
Flat, Yallecito, Angels, A ltavillle, Dog- 
town and other places further west with 
water for mining purposes—it is indis­ 
pensable and extensively used in this 
whole region for irrigating purposes. 


THE TOWN OF MURPHYS 


l i a s a population of 000 souls. 
It polled 
at the last election 104 votes, and has en­ 
rolled 131 school children. 
The public 
school-house is beautifully located and con­ 
venient to the town. 
The principal build­ 
ing is a large, comfortable one in which 
two teachers preside. 
The primary depart­ 
ment is in a building near by, recently 
erected. 
There are two churches—Congregational, 
o f which Henry Chapman is pastor, and 
Catholic, with j . E. G. R ielley pastor. 


There are six principal business houses. 
Of these Victorine Cam pi re and K. Sinter 
«C Co. are dealers in general merchandise, 
and the latter are also agent- for Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s express; F. B. Christ, gen­ 
eral merchandise; F rank F'isk, groceries, 
crockery, lamps and general variety store; 
Sebastian Solori, general merchandise and 
liquors: Peter Molspino, Jr., merchandise.

The hotel is kept by Mr-. Elizabeth

stage and livery stable, T. S. Mattison ; 
lumber yard, John Manuel ; blacksmith 
shops, by Baratina A Segale, and Phillip 
Ilansett.

Mattison, telephone and telegraph oper­ 
ator, and deputy Postmaster. 


TIIE FAMOUS BIG TREES. 
The attractions near Murphys are the 
famous 
Big Trees of Calaveras, fifteen 
miles distant, of which James L. Sperry is 
proprietor. 
These trees are in two princi­ 
pal groups, known a.-> the Calaveras and 
South Grove. As is well well-known, they 
are world-renowned and famous as a favor­ 
ite place of resort during the summer 
months, and will continue to increase in 
interest.taA survey of the Sierra Nevada 
narrow-gauge railroad was made to that 
point, ostensibly to complete the road to 
the grove. 
There is good reason to be­ 
lieve that this may yet he carried out. 
If 
it should be, this resort will become the 
most popular on the coast. 


THE NEW CALAVERAS CAVE, 
In the immediate vicinity—three-quarters 
of a mile distant—is pronounced by all 
who visit it a sight of wonderous beauty. 
The (oral chamber, with its delicate floor, 
walls and ceiling of coral, rich in color and 
material, is extremely beautiful. 
The 
other chambers are also wonderful, and in 
them are the moldering human bones—of 
whom ?—that have lain undisturbed for 
unknown years, amid the surrounding 
grandeur, until the curious hand of recent 
explorers distured their rest. 
Thousands 
of visitors arc admitted into the cave every 
season ly the owner and discoverer, Nattor 
Mercer. 
The story ot its discovery lias 
often been told, and need not he repeated 
here. 
THE NATURAL BRIDGES. 
There arc two of these, six miles distant 
from Murphys, and they also form an at­ 
tractive point of interest, being wonderful 
in their creation and structure. They span 
Coyote creek, a noisy turbulent stream in 
winter, but admits the visitor under the 
bridges to examine them in summer. 
In short, Californians and tourists are 
beginning to realize that Calaveras county 
is a section of the State which is rich iu 
undeveloped resources, in natural wonders 
and grandeur of scenery; grand in its 
mineral wealth, magnificent forests, un­ 
limited water supply, fertile soil and cheap 
lands, and that it oilers unsurpassed ad­ 
vantages and inducements to those seeking 
profitable investments for surplus capital, 
or a desirable and remunerative field for 
happy homes.

WOOL 
HERE AND TH ER E. 


S o m e Ite m s o f In terest C on cern in g T h is 
Im p o r ta n t In d u stry . 
Naturally, with its great diversity of cli­ 
mate and soil, there are vast areas "of this 
country which are admirably adapted to 
sheep-raising, and whether or not this in­ 
dustry shall become an important part of 
the agricultural pursuit shall depend upon 
whether it can be made and kept generally 
profitable to our farmers. 
That question 
inevitably involves the other one of the 
competition of foreign countries. 
Sheep are raised in almost all countries, 
hut in few others to the same extent as in 
those distant colonies of Great Britain, 
Australia and New Zealand, where, last 
year, the number of these animals owned 
was S4,022,272. 
In 
the latter colony 
sheep-raising was not begun until 1848, 
but in 1866, so greatly had the industry 
grown, the sheep-folds contained 15,077,455 
animals yielding fleece. 
In the same year, in the two colonies, 
there were clipped upwards of 400,000,000 
pounds of wool, which was valued at 
$85,000,000. 
Of the 1,810,182 hales of this 
“raw material” imported hv Great Britain 
in lsS2, 1,130,842 hales, or nearly three- 
fourths of the whole, were taken from 
Australia and New Zealand. 
The industry in those countries may he 
said to he only at the beginning as yet. 
Their population, spread over an area of 
3,091,087 square miles, is less than the 
present population of Pennsylvania, that 
has an area of only a little more than 
45,000 square miles. 
Australia and New Zealand are threat­ 
ening competitors with our own farmers in 
our own markets as sellers of wool, and 
that fact is not of a kind to encourage their 
placing wool on the free list at this time.

So much lias 
been said about small 
farms, and especially^ of colony lots in 
Fiesno county, that we are always glad to 
give any information about them that will 
serve to enlighten the public. 
Manv per­ 
sons are at a loss to know how the average 
family can make a good living on twenty 
acres of land. 
Below we present the re­ 
sult obtained from a twenty-acre farm in 
Nevada colony, about five miles from this 
city, during the present year. 
We give 
this statement, not because the showing is 
an extraordinary one. for it is hardly up 
to the average, but because Mr. Wcmple, 
the owner, kept a record of liis products 
and what they sold for. 
Theresults shown 
below are net, no account of what was used 
by the family being taken into considera­ 
tion. 
The actual net sales of produce 
front the twentv acres were as follow s:

No account is given of the value of 
forage grown for cows or horses, nor of 
the family garden, and when it is taken 
into consideration that the yield per acre 
throughout the entire county was short of 
average crops this year it must be ad­ 
mitted that the above showing is consider­ 
ably below what may reasonably he ex­ 
pected from an average twentv-acre colony 
farm in Fresno county one season taken 
with another.—Fresno Republican. 


F ig -G ro w in g . 
The expense of growing and curing figs 
is less than that of any other fruit known. 
The trees are subject to no disease or in­ 
sect pest, and, once planted, they require 
no particular attention. 
The figs of the 
best varieties are being used in numerous 
different wavs. 
It will take 250,000 acres 
of tig orchard to supply alone the dried 
figs which are now yearly imported into 
the United States. 
But, besides the dried 
article, the crystallizing or iciuc of figs is 
becoming an extensive industry, and many 
factories in California have now a demand 
for many times more than they can sup­ 
ply. 
Messrs. Bernard A Benedict, of Los 
Angeles, have for years offered to pay $50 
per ton for all fresh white figs shipped to 
them ; and they never get near enough for 
the supply wanted. 
Canned and pickled 
tigs are a delicious article, and command a 
high price and ready sale in our Eastern 
market-, and the juice and syrup of tigs 
are now extensively used fur medical pur­ 
poses. 
And the fresh figs can, with proper 
care—so-called cold storage— t>e shipped to 
distent markets, and marmalades and con­ 
diments in variety can lie made of the 
fresh fruit at home. 
This, however', oiliv 
applies to line varieties, not to the poor 
one, of which latter our old Mission fig is 
one. 
It we now add that a tig tree eight 
to ten years old old may bear a ton of fruit, 
it w ill be seen that the cultivation of figs 
cannot hut prove highly profitable.—K e n 
County Californian.

TARANTULAS. 


THE KING OF SPIDERS AND THEIR 
HABITS.

A San Diego correspondent of an East­ 
ern journal says: 
In wandering through 
the Southern California country one occa­ 
sionally comes across a tarantula, one of 
the huge, clumsy spiders, with a body the 
size of a small mouse, so common through­ 
out the Southwest. 
I have always found 
them crossing roads, their big black liodies 
making a strong contrast against the soil ; 
hut when a tarantula hunt is organized the 
insects are sought for under ground. They 
can generally he traced by their web, 
which is spun over holes of various kinds, 
and half an hour’s digging will, as a rule, 
result in ousting the dweller from its sub­ 
terránea*; retreat. 
The spiders do not dig 
themselves, hut seem to select the burrows 
of various animals, as the gopher and 
ground-squirrels, after filling them up or 
adapting them to their wants and spinning 
a delicate web over the entrance which, as 
I have suggested, serves as a tell-tale as 
you ride over the fields on horseback. 
Some little tare is necessary in dislodging 
the monsters from their holes, as, while I 
have never witnessed it myself, reliable 
observers have informed me that great 
spiders can leap a distance of a foot, and 
if their powerful fangs become fixed in the 
flesh a painful if not dangerous wound is 
the result. 
The tarantula is a veritable 
scourge to other insects, not objecting to 
its own kind, various hits of legs and other 
parts in the nests telling of its cannibalistic 
nature. 
It has been my good fortune to see the 
tarantula engage in battles of various 
kinds, but the most remarkable of all was 
a contest between the king of spiders and a 
ringed snake. 
l'or some minués this 
strange battle was kept up, the snake lash­ 
ing the ground with its tail, and writhing 
in every direction in its endeavors to es! 
cape from its enemy, but without avail, as 
in ten minutes from the time the hull-dog­ 
like hold was taken the spider was the 
conqueror. 
Both were then photographed, 
alter which they were dropped in alcohol, 
the spider still clinging to the reptile, so 
powerful was its grip. 
t In another occasion 1 saw a scorpion 
and a tarantula engaged in a deadly bat­ 
tle. 
The former would raise its tail and 
bring it down upon the other in a vicious 
manner; but the spider warded off some of 
the blows with its claws, while its thick 
hair constituted a still further protection. 
Finally it seized the scorpion by the bodv. 
and 1 could distinctly hear the crushing of 
the parts as the terrible weapons entered 
the flesh, and in a very few moments the 
scorpion was lifeless. 
The poison of the 
tarantula is fatal to many insects almost 
instantly, and more or less so to others. 
The tarantula of South America is so large 
and powerful that it attacks birds. 
Bell, 
the naturalist, found a web stretched across 
a tree in which were entangled two birds, 
one in the clutch of the spider. 
In some 
places they often bite the feet of horses 
and cause their death. 
A naturalist in 
the Amazon country reports seeing the 
native children leading about the huge 
spiders by threads of liber wound about 
their liodies, as hoys do dogs in our own 
country. 
The name tarantula is given to a num­ 
ber of spiders which 
in the 
Eastern 
countries have many curious superstitions 
attached to them. 
Thus in the warmer 
parts of Italy it is firmly heliewed that the 
bite of the spider produces certain symp­ 
toms akin to insanity. 
W hen full grown 
this spider, the Lycaso tarantula, is, accord­ 
ing to Cabbold, as large as a chestnut. 
It 
is of a brown color, with the back of the 
abdomen marked with a row of trigonal 
black spots with whitish edges, and the 
legs marked beneath with black and white 
bars. 
At the present day it is not believed 
that the bite of the spider actually results 
in any such symptoms, the latter being 
considered a trance-like condition into 
which the victim falls, and in which 
imagination plays or seems to play a 
prominent part. 
According to an old 
writer, the bite of the insect occasions a 
jiain which resembles the sting of a bee. 
In a few hours the patient feels a numb­ 
ness, and the part affected is marked with 
a small livid circle, which soon after rises 
into a very painful swelling. 
Shortly 
after this ho falls into a profound sadness, 
breathes with much difficulty, his pulse 
grows feeble and his senses fail. At length 
he loses all sense and motion, and, accord­ 
ing to some naturalists, expires if not soon 
relieved. 
I5ut these symptoms come on 
somewhat differently—according to the 
nature of the tarantula and the disposition 
of the patient. 
Ail aversion for black and 
blue, and on the contrary a predilection 
for white or red, are among the unaccount­ 
able symptoms of this disease. 
All medical assistance hitherto discov­ 
ered consists in some chirurgical applica­ 
tion' on the wound, and in cordials and sn- 
dorifics, which are of little service; but 
music, which reason perhaps could never 
have pointed out, i- said to he infinitely 
more efficacious. 
No sooner has the per­ 
son affected lost his sense and motion than 
a musician tries several tunes on an instru­ 
ment, and, when he has hit upon one 
whose tones and undulations suit the pa­ 
tient, he is immediately observed to make 
a faint m otion; his fingers begin to move 
in cadence; then his arms, next his legs, 
and by degrees his whole body; then he 
rises on his feet and begins to dance, his 
strength 
and 
activity 
still increasing. 
Some will continue to dance for six hours 
without intermission. 
After this the pa­ 
tient is put to lied, and when he is suffici­ 
ently recovered from his first dance he is 
allured out of bed by the first tune to in­ 
dulge in a second dance. 
This exercise is 
kept up for several days in succession, 
seven or eight, at least, and is known as 
the tarantula danee; and when the victim 
is so fatigued that he can dance no longer 
lie is supposed to be cured. 
W hen he can 
stand it no longer and falls from fatigue, 
he generally passes into a deep sleep, ami 
upon awakening remembers nothing about 
it. 
The taaantula dances have been famous 
from very olden times, and the victims are 
undoubtedly acting under a hallucination 
of some kind, not well understood. 
Be 
this as it may, the tarantula is much 
dreaded by the simple peasants of t “day, 
who im plicitly believe that music and tiie 
dance are infallible cures for the bite of the 
dreaded insect.

N o a h ’s A rk . 
In his great work on “ Etymologies,” 
Isadore took up Augustine’s attempt to 
bring the creation of insects into satisfac­ 
tory relations with the hook of Genesis, 
and, adopting the theory of the ancient 
philosophers, declared that hee.s are gen­ 
erated out of decomposed veal, beetles out 
of horseflesh, grasshopjiers out of mules, 
and scorpions out of crabs. 
Under the in­ 
fluence o f the Biblical account of Nebuch­ 
adnezzar, which appears to have taken 
strong hold upon mediaval thought in 
science, he declared that human beings 
had been changed into animals, especially 
swine, wolves and owls. 
As to fossil re­ 
mains, lie, like Tertullian, thought that 
they resulted from the flood of Noah. 
In 
the following century Bede developed the 
same orthodox traditions in science; hut 
he held with St. Jerome that the reason 
why God did not pronounce the work of the 
second day good is to lie found in the fact 
that there is something essentially evil in 
the number two. 
As to the deluge he dis­ 
cussed the question as to the amount of 
food taken into the ark, and declared that 
there was no need of a supply for more 
than one day, since God could throw the 
animals into a deep sleep, or otherwise m i­ 
raculously make one day’s supply sufficient. 
The difficulty in making Noah’s ark large 
enough to contain all the animals had be­ 
gun to be seriously felt even at that period. 
( (rigen had dealt with it by supposing that 
the “cubit" in Noah’s time was six times 
greater. 
Bede explained Noah’s ability to 
complete such a herculean task by s u p p ly ­ 
ing that lie gave to it a hundred years; 
and he leaned toward diminishing the 
numlier of animals taken into the ark, sup­ 
porting iiim self upon Augustine’s theorv 
o: the after-development of insects out of 
carrion. 
In this way the strain upon faith 
required in believing that all the animals 
were literally brought into the ark was 
somewhat 
lessened. — Popular 
Science 
Monthly. 


A .M onster V in e. 
The Vineyardict publishes the following 
description of what promises to he the 
largest grape vine in the world, obtained 
from the personal observation of a corns- 
pondent: 
“ The < ireat V ine” is situated at the end 
of the Pond Garden, of Hampton Court 
(which is probably the largest and finest 
of all the royal palaces of England), and 
is the largest grape vine in the world. 
It 
was planted iu 1768 from a slip off' a vine 
at Valentines, near Wanstead, in Essex. 
The grape is of the Black Hamburgh 
variety. 
In 1800 the stem of this vine was thir­ 
teen inches in girth, and the principal 
branch 114 feet long, 
l'orty years ago its 
yield was, on an average, between 2,300 
and 2,500 bunches, weighing about a pound 
each ; but latterly both the number and 
size of the bunches have fallen oflj being 
in 1874 only 1,750, and in 1882,1,250. 
This is perhaps due to its having been 
previously over-cropped, for otherwise it is 
doing well. 
Various conjectures have been advanced 
to account for the great size to which it 
has grown. 
Some have surmised that its 
roots have made their way into the vast 
drains of the Palace, and that it lias been 
nourished on sewage. 
This, however, is 
not the case. 
The roots that are iouud 
clinging to the brick walls of the sewers, 
and which were mistaken for the roots of 
the vine, are nothing but a fungus growth. 
It its luxuriance depends upon any special 
circumstance, it most likely is due to the 
roots having traveled into the bed of the 
river, which is not more than thirty feet 
from the end of the vine-house.

The Scientific Commission lias reported 
that of 5,000,000 tons of coal annually con­ 
sumed in London, 3.000.000 are combusted 
and 2,000,000 go off in smoke and gas to 
create fogs and injure health and property. 
Doubtless a like inquiry into the waste of 
fuel in this country would result in sub­ 
stantially the same conclusion, especially 
where soft coal is used, 
(hir housewives 
do not realize that of every five cords of 
wood they hum, one is literally thrown 
away, and so of coal, but such is the fact. 
1 he process of combustion is continually 
going on within us and around us. 
It is 
simply the union of the oxygen of the air 
with substances for which it has affinity, 
in our body the oxygen unites with the 
waste tissues of the body, and produces 
lic it without visible flame." The rusting of 
iron is combustion, flameless and without 
sensible heat. 
Though the supply of oxy­ 
gen isas exhaustless as the air, of which "it 
forms one-fifth part, yet not a surplus atom 
of oxygen enters into the process of com­ 
bust ion. 
There are two compounds of ox ­ 
ygen with carbon. 
One atom of oxygen 
unites with one atom of carbon, or two 
atoms of oxygen unite with one atom of 
carbon. 
Never an atom and a half of ox­ 
ygen with an atom and a half of carbon, 
i lie union of these two elements is exact, 
entire and always the same tinder all cir­ 
cumstances. 
All this is very elementary, 
but to those who have not studied chemis­ 
try it may he entirely new, and a knowl­ 
edge of these underlying facts is essential 
to an intelligent management of fuel. And 
it is to he hoped that progress will be 
made in this most important matter.— 
Wood and Iron.

A N ew M ethod o f T eleg ra p h in g . 
A mode of telegraphing was tried by the 
military authorities of Belgium. 
It is a 
combination of the electric and optic tele­ 
graph. 
The optic station is made up of a 
balloon held at any bight above ground. 
Inside of the boat floated by the balloon, 
or on the bottom of the boat, six electric 
lamps were attached, which were connected 
with an electric battery on the ground bv 
means of wires running along the rope 
which held tiie balloon captive. 
Gn the 
ground there was a Morse telegraphic ap­ 
paratus. 
An experienced operator spelled 
a message, the characters of which are reg­ 
istered on a common Morse apparatus bv 
shorter and longer strokes upon a running 
hand of paper. 
The shorter or longer the 
line is on the paper the shorter or longer is 
the time corresponding to it (luring which 
the electric current is working. 
Instead of marking time on paper, the 
apparatus used at the experiments made 
at Antwerp, keeps the six lamp- attached 
to the balloon blazing in bright light. Any 
man understanding the Morse alphabet is 
able to read the characters given bv the 
successive dashes of light of the electric 
latu{ s. 
A number ol messages were thus 
spelled and correctly read by posts at dis­ 
tances of several miles. 
The balloon was 
only some 300 feet above ground. 
The 
higher it is allowed to ascend the greater 
is the distance at which its characters cau 
lie seen and understo<xI.— Chicago Next.

PACIFIC RAILROAD COMPANY. 


Eiscwhere in this issue will he found— 
in the department for review of new pub­ 
lications—an extended statement of the 
contents of a pamphlet just issued upon 
the equitable account between the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company and the United 
States, growing out of the issue of subsidy 
bonds in aid of construction of the road. 
In that article the purpose has been to in­ 
dicate—at best it can he done onlv inade­ 
quately—the order of treatment and the 
salient points treated. The disposition to 
editorially further indicate the character 
of the argument, and to present the con­ 
clusions enforced by illustration and cita­ 
tion of law and fact, is necessarily crippled 
by the elaborateness of tlie argument and 
its exhaustive character of treatment 
which cannot, with any great degree of 
satisfaction, be presented in briefer or 
more concise form. 
The text is by Hon. Roscoe Gonkling 
and William D. Shipman, of counsel for 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
It reviews the testimony and exhibits pre­ 
sented before the Pacific Railway Commis­ 
sion, which has for some months been ex­ 
ceedingly prominent in the public eye, 
and the reports of which are now before 
Congress. That which most forcibly im­ 
presses the reader of 
this pamphlet, 
which ought to lie read throughout the 
land, is its exceeding conciseness, clearness 
of statement, and the simplicity of the 
language employed. These give the texti 
irrespe :i ive 
the 
facts 
recited, 
force and strength, since there are no 
involved passages, and no indulgence in 
technical, financial or legal phraseology. 
But the force of the review, because of its 
directness, and luminous character, is as 
nothing compared to the convincing logic 
of the argument and its fortification by 
facts in proof before the Commission, and 
documentary in the archives of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
It may lie said that the whole argument 
turns upon one central fact, denial of 
which is unhesitatingly invited, that the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, having 
contracted with the General Government 
to perform specific acts, and discharge 
specific obligations in the construction 
and maintenance of a transcontinental 
railway, has to the letter and in the spirit, 
discharged every duty incumbent ujKin it, 
and is in no respect in default; while on 
the other hand, though the Government 
began to receive benefits from the road 
many years earlier than the calls of the 
contract provided, it early entered ’.pon a 
policy that sheared the road of hu- less 
and privileges which it had, under the 
contract, every reason to expeit and : ch­ 
upón. 
Moreover, that the General 
ov- 
erum ent without the justification of reas­ 
onable fear that the security for aid ren­ 
dered the road was endangered, exerted 
it- sovereign power to modify the con­ 
tract and exact of the company perform­ 
ance it liad mi reason whatever to antici­ 
pate. 
Because ol these policies of the

The difficulties encountered 
in constructing the road and its great cost 
are considered at length, but cannot here 
have more than reference. 
It is a chapter 
of such historic interest that we propose at 
an early day to

treatment and an 
exhibit of financial statistics. A chap­ 
ter devoted to the charge that traffic 
lias been diverted from aided to non­ 
aided lines gives fiat contradiction to the 
allegation, and proceeds to establish the 
truth ol the denial. 
1 ¡ion the subject of 
influencing legislation there is frank treat­ 
ment, and a great clearing away of the 
suspicions and doubts that have been in­ 
dustriously cultivated by designing dema­ 
gogues. 
The disastrous effects of the 
Thurm an bill on the indebtedness of the 
company forms a distinct 
chapter in

ernment, can have no more than reference 
now: they could very properly engage con­ 
sideration in an independent article. The 
pamphlet will he read by thoughtful men 
with profound interest, and will serve to 
greatly clear the atmosphere of debate 
upon the question in hand, and hasten that 
speedy and effective settlement between 
the Government and the railroad company 
which is so heartily desired bv all. 


THE SETTLEMENT 
OF THE MATTER. 


Fhe Omaha Rejmhlican, remarking upon 
the question of the relations of the trans. 
continental railways to the Federal Gov­ 
ernment concerning their debt, approves 
the President's recommendation that Con­ 
gress shnuld do nothing to precipitate 
bankruptcy upon the roads, but rather la­ 
bor to guard the rights of the public ‘ by 
helping the companies.” 
And with this 
judgment the best thought of the country 
is concurring. 
The charge that great 
wrong has been done to the I Government 
by the railways is senseless, and is uttered 
now only by those who are morbidly an­ 
tagonistic to the roads. 
In all the railroad debate we cannot re­ 
call that anyone has ever placed his finger 
upon a line of the original compact be­ 
tween the Government and theaided roads 
that the latter ha» not kept to the letter 
and in the spirit, nor is there reason to 
believe that their future course will ilitier 
in that respect from the past. The origi­ 
nal intention of that compact lias been 
modified by harsh and exacting legislation 
relating to the payment of interest; but of 
that there is no more to he said, since it 
has passed into history. 
But it cannot lie 
lost sight of that the acts of the Govern­ 
ment have been of a character that tend to 
cripple the ability of the roads to meet the 
debt when the principal shall fall due; 
and yet it is not contended by any that 
the Government 
should 
net lie paid 
every dollar equitably its due. The Phil­ 
adelphia Press well remarks; 
It is worthy of notice that these are the only 
railroad companies of which it is expected that 
they will pay ttie principal of thei. bonds out of 
earnings. It has always been thought not only 
sufficient, hut remarkably good management, 
when a railroad corporation has been able to 
pay the interest on its debt out of current earn­ 
ings, leaving the principal to he provided for, 
when it became due, out oi new lnaus. The 
New York Central Com pan;, lias ! 
ely paid oil' 
a large debt, but it did so by m got 
tig a new 
loan t! a lower rate of interest. 
rhe railroad companies in this conten­ 
tion have equities to prefer that ought to 
command the sincere attention of every 
lover of justice; but it appears to us that 
they cannot he presented or considered in 
the right spirit except before a Court or 
Commission that has power to fully treat 
them, and render a judgment which will 
form a ba.-is for ultimate, conclusive and 
satisfactory adjustment. 
It is growing 
Vderal Government, equitable claim.-I>r I upon the country that these equitable 
tic- company developed, to the presenta­ 
tion of which the argument under consid­ 
eration is devoted. 
Naturally the treatment of the subject 
required the counsel to begin at th • be­ 
ginning. trace every step of legislation in 
aid of the construction of the roads, clear 
away all the rubbish of misconception of 
fasts, and the undergrowth of demagogy, 
and lav bare the history of the road, from 
its conception to the appointment of the 
Railway Commission. 
Collaterally, this 
historical treatment required several sub­ 
jects to be taken up and explained which 
have heretofore been used by selfish inter­ 
ests to befog the public mind, and prejudice 
the judgment of the people against the 
Company. 
Thus, the relation of the Con­ 
tract and Finance Company to the road) 
the cause of its formation and the reason 
for its employment, are not only ex­ 
plained, but defended, ¡so. too, the much 
worn and distorted question of the con­ 
solidation of lines with the Central Pacific 
system is laid bare, and the sophistry and 
unwisdom of the objection to it, and which 
at one time formed the chief material for 
party antagonism in this ¡state to the road, 
are exposed and refuted, yet with that 
dignity of language and judicial calm that 
impresses the reader profoundly, whenever 
cool judgment dispassionately analyses and 
debates a public question. 
These are hut 
indications of the uniform character of the 
argument. 
The review very rapidly but exhaust- 


claitus cannot be put aside with the sweep 
of the arm, because they have the inherent 
virtue that commands respect. 
Prior to the building of the lines the 
Government was expending 
something 
like $8.0(10,0(10 a year for transportation 
that now, with vastly increased need forit, 
does not reach half that figure. 
To-day 
the roads receive practically nothing for a 
heavy 
Government 
service performed. 
They certainly did receive public lands to 
aid the construction of the lines, and it is 
also true that the debates of the period 
disclose the fact that at the time of the 
grants it was generally conceded that the 
Government was more to lie benefited by 
them than the roads—indeed, the outcome 
has shown that it has not been out of 
pocket a dollar on this account, since all 
the public lands contiguous greatly appre­ 
ciated in value in consequence. 
The land 
sales by the Government in the Territo­ 
ries since the roads were completed, gave 
to its treasury millions that otherwise it 
could never have received. 
One of the subjects into which the Rail­ 
road Commission was instructed to inquire, 
was the loss to the road by reason of the 
aid granted to competing parallel lines. 
We have the statement made before the 
Commission by the counsel of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, that the testimony dis­ 


closes a loss of about $17,000,000 on this 
account between the years HSl and lSSti. 
Nor did this loss constitute a saving to 
commerce, since it represented diversion 


dejwsited : tiiat, notwithstanding tiiis non­ 
recognition of completion and these new 
exactions and the withholding of granted 
lands, the roads were further required to 
pay in 5 per cent, of their net earnings 
from the date of the laying of the last 
rail, and they complied, as they have when­ 
ever a right of the Government has been 
determined as requiring performance by 
them—these and many other equitable 
features of the case of the roads suggest 
themselves as worthy of consideration by 
the Federal Government. Such consider­ 
ation will not lie inconsistent with the 
speedy and final settlement of the issue 
between the roads and the (Government, 
and which ought to proceed upon the 
principle that every dollar rightfully and 
fairly due by the roads should be paid, 
and that every just claim of the compa­ 
nies ought liv the Federal Government to 
he allowed.

Mr. George Ticknor Curtis replies at 
great length in the Washington Post to 
Senator Dawes’ article in the Forum on 
the admission of Utah. 
lie makes but 
a weak assault when he challenges the 
Senator as occupying a prejudging position) 
by declaring in advance against the Mor­ 
mon Constitution. 
But Mr. Dawes is not 
sitting in a judicial attitude. 
As a Sen­ 
ator, he is at liberty to make tip his mind 
upon any question of proposed legislation 
in advance of its presentation. This is 
not only the right, hut very often the duty 
of a legislator. 
Indeed few are sent to 
legislative halls by the people until their 
views on leading topics of public concern 
are made known. 
Mr. Curtis assails the 
demand that the people of Utah shall sin­ 
cerely abandon polygamy, as a condition 
precedent to admission of the Territory, as 
intolerant and dangerous. 
He says: 
But it is the religious h-iicf of the Mormonp, 
ay, their belief, that must tie changed before a 
civil privilege can be accorded to them. Here 
is what the Senator meant as the sting. Thev 
mu.-t renounce their religious belief that plural 
marriage is or can be in the sight of God inno­ 
cent and holy. This is the verv danger to which 
the Congress of the United States is exposed— 
the danger of requiring the renunciation ol a 
religious belief as the j.rice of a civil privilege. 
It is a plausible and specious requirement, but 
it cannot be made without entering the domain 
and involving the rights of eoncieuce. Are we 
never to learn anything from the lessons oi 
history? The civil disabilities under which the 
Roman Catholics were so long held in England 
might be a warning to us. For at least two 
centuries they were as good subjects as the 
Crown of Engiund ever hud ; in vain were tliev 
go id subjects—in vain did they fight in the 
army and navv and carrv the honor of the Brit­ 
ish flag into every part of the world. They pro­ 
fessed an obnoxious and hated religion, and 
thereiore tlmy were not allowed to -it in Parlia­ 
m ent or hold any civil office, and whoever 
made a proselyte to the Church of Rome from 
the Church of England or any Protestant sect 
was guilty of high treason. It was not until 
the “ Catholic claim s’’ were extorted from a 
Tory Minister and a reluctant Sovereign that 
the Catholic disabilities were removed, and 
tiiis was done w ithin the present century. Here 
in the United States an ingenious man might 
easily make an argument to show that the peo­ 
ple u ho accept every article of the Roman faith 
cannot be good citizens. There are persons who 
think so. But I fancy that if it were proposed 
to base legislation or public action of anv kind 
on that assumption, we should hear thunder all 
around the political horizon that m ightperhaps 
tie loud enough to deter the perpetration of 
such folly. 
1 Ins argument is not even ingenious. 
The parallel Mr. Curtis attempts is ill- 
drawn ; the Mormons are not asked to re­ 
nounce a belief, hut a practice. 
Neither 
Senator Dawes nor any one else has de­ 
manded that they shall abandon a consci­ 
entious belief. 
They can believe what 
they please, but it is insisted that they 
shall not practice that which is offensive 
to and diametrically opposed to our social 
system. 
1 here are those who believe in 
human sacrifice, but we punish them as 
murderers. 
There arc those whose religi­ 
ous belief pits them against matrimony 
and commits them to promiscuity in the 
relation of the sexes, but the law none 
the less bears heavily upon the followers. 
But, says Mr. Curtis, when the Mor­ 
mons by civil act make polygamy an 
offense it is of no consequence whether 
they are consistent or inconsistent in so 
doing, witli their religious belief. That 
may lie admitted, but we have a right to 
fathom the alleged sincerity of the civil 
act, and if we find, as we do, that it is so 
underlaid with deceit as to be easily ren­ 
dered inefiectivc as a means to put a stop 
to a social practice obnoxious to our civil­ 
ization, we are justified in refusing to ac­ 
cept the act as sufficient guarantee. The 
civil 
disabilities under which English 
Catholics were intolerantly placed, find no 
parallel in the case of the Utah Mormons, 
tor there is visited upon them no punish­ 
ment for the entertainment of belief. 
Rev. Dr. Philip Sell a flj in h is recent ex­ 
haustive paper for the American Histori­ 
cal Association, puts the whole question in 
a nut-shell when he declares that civil 
liberty requires fur its support religious 
liberty, and cannot prosper without it. 
And this latter “ is freedom in religion, 
not freedom from religion; as true civil 
liberty is freedom in law, not freedom 
from law.” 
And he adJs that the rela­ 
tionship between Church and State in the 
I nited States secures full liberty of relig­ 
ious thought, speech and action within the 
limits of public peace and order, and makes 
persecution impossible. 
Now, as polvga. 
moiis Mormonism in practice is abnormal 
and irreconcilable with the genius of Amer­ 
ican institutions, and as it identifies poli­ 
tics and religion, it is clear that no admis­ 
sion of the Territory can he permitted 
until the practice referred to is utterly 
abandoned without endangering the Amer­ 
ican principal. 
As Dr. Scha.T puts i t : 
“ The General Government cannot attack 
the religion of the Mormons, as a religion, 
but it can forbid polygamy as a social in­ 
stitution inconsistent with our western 
civilization.” 
All that Senator Dawes con­ 
tends for, and which Mr. Curtis, who is 
making such a struggle for the admission 
of the Territory, refuses to agree to, is 
guarantees in the organic law that a prac­ 
tice condemned by the law shall not be 
recognized under the guise of a form of 
religious worship, nor lie so lightly prohib­ 
ited that the prohibition can be easily 
avoided. 
In short, the Utah question is 
not one of conscience at all, but of social 
policy. 


EDUCATING AMERICANS. 


The New York Commercial Advertís« , in 
considering the school question, which the 
Blair bill has brought anew before the 
public, comes to the sensible conclusion 
tiiat the free schools of America ought to 
l e viewed as means of educating American 
citizens, and to lie American citizens of the 
be-t order. 
It adds that this American 
system of ours is founded upon the idea of 
individual liberty, individual responsibil­ 
ity and individual endeavor. 
By the be­ 
neficent operation of this individualism the 
American people have become the hap­ 
piest, most prosperous and most virtuous 
people on earth. 
The American cliarac- 


ahridge individual liberty or diminish in­ 
dividual 
responsibility, by giving men 
masters to direct them, such teacher has 
no rightful place in the public schools, 
and should lie ejected at once. 
The A d­ 
vertiser might go beyond the limit of ex­ 
pression it adopts, and advocate the policy 
of requiring affirmative showing that those 
who apply as such school teachers are sin­ 
cerely and devotedly American in senti­ 
ment, and attached loyally to tiie system 
for which they are to be appointed to raise 
up pillars. 
More than this, since there is 
now a craze of proposing new features for 
the 
common 
school system, our con­ 
temporary might well advocate patriotic 
teaching in the schools as an essential. 
The church trains children to its support; 
their spiritual character, so far as the 
church can mold it, is fashioned to its pur­ 
pose. 
Shall it he said that the State must 
not train up its citizens to its support? 
Must we trust the political education of 
the child to its surroundings out of the 
school? 
It is a fact that there are tens 
of thousands of lads between 13 and 17 
years of age whose ideas of American in­ 
stitutions are vague and general, and vet 
they have passed through the grammar 
grades. 
W hat we would contend for vig­ 
orously,if the schools were nc alreadyover- 
loaded, would lie systematic teaching in the 
common schools of the fundamentals of 
our political system. 
They are not diffi­ 
cult, not involved, are simple, living prin­ 
ciples, and capable of comprehension by 
any pupil who has intelligence enough to 
realize that as a human being lie lias cer­ 
tain natural rights; and to this teaching we 
must come. 
So, too, there should be more 
teaching than at present of the methods 
by which the people rule, by which obli­ 
gations are laid upon citizens, by which 
rights are secured and civil society or­ 
dered. 
In some States this is, to some 
extent, obligatory in teaching; in others 
it is neglected, if not ignored. 
We judge 
the work by the product—many Ixivs 
leave the grammar grades grossly ignorant 
of the matters relating to their future as 
political units, upon the principles of 
which they ought to be subjected to some 
instruction in school. 


REAL ESTATE. ETC. 


T h e Postal Department has arrived at a 
conclusion that should have been reached 
long ago, that it is wise to arm the postal 
messengers. The frequency of train robber­ 
ies, and the cruelty with which the robbers 
have treated the messengers, has brought 
the departm ent to this conclusion. 
Ex­ 
perience has proved that these employes 
of the Government, if armed, will light at 
their posts. 
As a rule they are a courage­ 
ous class of men. 
One of them, baeked 
by authority and supplied with plenty of 
good weapons, is able to do battle with a 
half dozen men of the highway. 
When it 
becomes known to these eut-purses who 
rob the mail-trains that the messengers 
are armed and are encouraged to use their 
weapons, the business of railway highway­ 
men will become more precarious, and be 
engaged in less frequently. 
It is under­ 
stood that several of the Western railroads 
have resolved to supplement this action of 
the Government by arming their train­ 
men. 
If this is done the fellows who have 
been accustomed to “stand-up” trains will 
find their occupation gone. 
The express 
messengers and conductor who, in Arizona 
the other day, drove oil a gang of free­ 
booters and killed two of them, did more 
to insure the safety of the mails and pas­ 
sengers than a guard of infantry along the 
whole line of the road. 
It would not be a 
had idea to oiler rewards to trainmen 
and messengers for every highwayman 
they bring to justice or to grass, in this 
way. 
Let it be understood that when a 
train is stopped at the muzzle of a shotgun 
or two, the chances are that a dozen ritles 
will instantly open upon the assailing 
party, and it will put an end to train 
robbing. 


T h e argument being advanced against 
nternatinnal copyright that America is in 
need of cheap English literature, Professor 
David Swing lnuges at it with this sharp- 
pointed rapier: 
“ The reason for English 
books ought to be passing away. This land 
is no longer a savage wild. The English 
language is written and spoken on this side 
of the sea with more than English propri­ 
ety, and it should be confessed that Amer­ 
ican thought is a- good as American lan­ 
guage.” 
It is not true that the need for 
English books is passing away. The need 
for good books produced in England or 
anywhere else, will never pass away in 
America. 
Beyond that expression, how­ 
ever, and the patriotic enthusiasm of Dr. 
Swing, what he says is in the spirit of 
truth. 
We produce books valuable to the 
English reader, and there is no reason why 
a reciprocal intercharge by way of inter­ 
national 
copyright, protecting authors’ 
rights equally upon both sides the water, 
should not exist. 
American literature has 
a place in the world of letters, and it 
should not be put under cow by unfair con­ 
cessions to cheap English literature to the 
lefeat of copyright defense of American 
ltithors' rights in their own production.

are cold in winter and hot in spring, sum­ 
mer and fall. .Mr. Gerrish's thermometer 
is about five or six feet above the ground. 
The Signal Service thermometer is a 
Green's standard minimum self-registering 
instrument, exposed on the roof of the Signal 
office buildintr, at 117 J street, 01 lee! above 
tlie ground, and is in a single latticed shel­ 
ter, Signal Service pattern. The wind blows 
through the shelter in all directions. 
The table beiow shows that during the 
31 days of January there were but two 
upon which each observer recorded the 
same minimum temperature, and singu­ 
larly, too, the minimum temperature was 
the same on both the days, being 34a on 
boll) the 12th and 19:h. ' Tlie wind was 
north, blowing nine milts per hour, and 
weather cloudy at 4 a. m. of tlie 12th : and 
southwest, four miles per hour, and weather 
cloudy, on the 19th. 
Captain Foster's record, and the Signal 
Service record were the’ saíne on eight 
ays, as follows: 12tli. 34’ : 13th, 32°; 
17th, 22° : 19th, 34° ; 2Ulh, 38° : 21st. 41° ; 
23d. 49° ; 24th, 42°. There were but three 
lays upon which the records of Mr. Ger- 
rishand the Signal ofliice coincided, those 
being the 12th, 34° ; 19th, 34°. and 22*1.43°. 
The average difference during the month 
was as follows : Captain Foster 1 5° lower 
than the Signal Service. 1.1° higher than 
Mr. Gerrish : while the records of the latter 
gentleman show an average difference of 
2.9° less than the Signal Service and 1.1° 
less than Captain Foster. 
There were sixteen davs in January that 
were cloudy at 4 a. m. The average 'mini­ 
mum temperature for those sixteen cloudy 
days at the above hour was : Foster, 39.9° ; 
Gerrish, 39 8°; Signal Service, 41.0°—mak­ 
ing the latter only 17° higher than Foster 
and 1.8° higher than Gerrish. The fifteen 
days that were clear or fair at 4 a . m . show 
an average minimum of 20 9° for Foster, 
25 3° for Gerrish and 29 5° for the Signal 
Service, making the latter 2.0 higher than 
Fester and, 4.2° higher than Gerri.-li. The 
greatest difference (0°) between the read­ 
ings of^Mr.Gerrish's thermometer and that 
of the Signal Service, occurred on the7ih, 
8th, 9th and 10th. At each time the wind 
w is from the north and gentle in velocity, 
and calm on the 8th. The weather was 
clear each day. 
The least difference was 1°. on the 1st. 
14th, 20th, 21st, 24th and 20th. The weather 
was rainy or cioudy on each day, except on 
the 14th, when it was blowing briskly from 
the north. There does not appear to be so 
much difference between the readings of 
the Signal Office and Captain Foster’s 
as there is between tlie Signal Office 
and Mr. Gerrish's records. It appears 
from ihe above comparisons jor Jan­ 
uary that, as a general thing, there is a 
difference of from 1° to 0° in clear weather 
between thermometers five feet above the 
ground and those located sixtv-one feet 
above. The difference is greater in calm 
weather or during light to gentle winds, 
and when the temperature is below the 
freezing point. The least difference in 
clear weather usually occurs when it is 
quite windy—that is, when the wind is 
fresh to brisk and high. In cloudy weather 
there is less difference than in clear weather, 
because the clouds reflect the heat back to 
the earth, and prevent the rapid radiation 
from ail substances growing on the earth’s 
surface, and prevents the heat from escap­ 
ing so rapidly from the earth’s surface by 
radiation. 
This table of compari ons will give a 
good idea of the various currents of air 
throughout the city. The Signal Office 
being near the river (within one block), its 
minimum should be a little higher, while 
Captain Foster's is about fifteen blocks, or 
over a mile, northeast of the Signal Office, 
and on the corner of a wide street, while 
Mr. Gerrish’s place of residence and ob­ 
servation are very nearly one mile north­ 
east of the Signal Office, and are situated 
in the middle of the block.

........................' Commander-in-Chief Governor Waterman, 
through his Adjutant-General. 
For the first time in several months, the 
monthly reports of all the companies have 
reached headquarters on time. 
All of the companies of the regiment in 
the c'ty have been ordered out for drill 
next Monday evening, in full uniform. 
There will be a dress parade after the drill. 
The non-commissioned officers assem­ 
bled for drill and instruction last Wednes­ 
day evening. Out of a total of some 
seventy, only in the neighborhood of 
twenty wete present. An excellent oppor­ 
tunity is here offered to become proficient 
in theirduties. These schools of instruction 
will be held monthly. Colonel Guthrie 
was the instructor at the last meeting. 
The commissions of Lieutenants Sheehan 
and Mott of Company G have been issued. 
Quite a number of men seem to be en­ 
listing in the various companies, judging 
from the oaths forwarded with the last 
monthly reports. Captain Seymour, Com­ 
pany E, reporting a dozen enlistments. 
The Stockton papers speak in very coru- 
plimentary terms of a squad drill held 
there recently by sixteen men from Com­ 
pany B. of that city. The chief features of 
the drill were some new movements out­ 
side of Upton’s tactics, introduced by Frank 
H. Powers, weil known in this city and 
now a resident of Stockton. The perform­ 
ance is spoken of as being most brilliant, 
and the movements were designed to be 
used by political campaign clubs. 
One of tiie questions to be asked of com­ 
manders of companies by the Brigadier- 
General is, ’• Is your company divided into 
squads, as required by paragraph No. 31, 
rules anil regulations X. G. C.?” This is a 
requirement whereby a certain number of 
men in each company is placed in charge 
of a Sergeant, who is required to account 
for them at all drills and parades. If Cap­ 
tains of companies would require this 
duty of their Sergeants strictly the 
attendance 
at 
weekly drills ' would 
no doubt be largely increased, better dis­ 
cipline maintained, and the result of a 
regular attendance at drills by a large num­ 
ber would soon be felt in the movements 
being correctly and evenly executed. All 
that is required is for each Sergeant to per­ 
sonalty see thejmembers of his squad dur­ 
ing tlie day on which the drill comes off, 
and urge each to be present; also, to state 
that he is held responsible for them at roll- 
call. etc.. and if any member cannot possi­ 
bly be present, then he should ascertain the 
reasons and report to the Captain. As the 
men get into the habit of going regularly, 
this work will become verv light on the 
Sergeants; but iu the start they should be 
conscientious in the matter and give the 
rule a fair trial. 
Captain T. T. Wiseman, Adjutant of the 
regiment, is about to begin the making of 
a new roster of the members, and it is a 
work that is much needed. 
An order has just been issued from the 
Adjutant-General’s office as to how the 
new guns which he is to receive from the 
Government are to be distributed among 
the State National Guard. Each company 
(excepting the Cadets) is to give up all the 
guns they have over fif’y. and in turn they 
are to receive ten new ones, making sixty 
in all, to every company in the State. Com­ 
pany A, of this regiment,¡ has fifty-five 
old guns. ^ They will return five to the 
Adjutant-General and in return will receive 
ten new ones. 
Company B has 59 old guns, and return­ 
ing 9 will receive 10 new ones. 
Company C. of Nevada City, returns 8 
of their guns and gets the 10 new ones. 
Companies E, F, G, return all old guns 
they have over 50, and each will be pro­ 
vided with 10 of the new Springfield 
guns. 
The Cadet companies of the State will re­ 
ceive no new guns, but Sacramento's Cadet 
combination are to receive sixty of the old 
ones, which the other companies will re­ 
turn. As it is now, the Cadet company in 
this city has no gun3 of their own, tlie ones 
which they now use being borrowed from 
the other companies of the regiment. 
An important feature of the order is the 
following clause : “As these old ritles are to 
be returned, the Adjutant-Generai will not 
receive from the companies any unservice­ 
able guns.” 
After July 1st the State will be entitled 
to more supplies from the General Govern 
ment: another lot of ritles will be drawn, 
anda further issue ot ten or twelve to each 
company will be made, when unservice­ 
able arms may be returned. 
The Adjutant-General has distributed 
120 of the new guns to the State militia, 
giving ik) to the Fourth Brigade. 
Blanks are being prepared by the Adju­ 
tant-General, and they are to be issuea to 
the different companies. 
Every three 
months a report must be made by the Cap­ 
tain of each company as to what ordnance 
stores they have in their possession, and 
the condition of the same. 
Major Fred Xearv has sent in his resigna­ 
tion us a member of tlie Examining Board 
of the Fourth Brigade. 
The following clause, it is thought, is not 
being noticed by the Board of Officers: 
“ The Cadet company officers will not, how­ 
ever. be considered as members of the 
Board of Officers." This clause is taken 
from General Order No. 16, issued by (.en­ 
era!

In fact, as soon 
a- the land can be cleared, ever}- acre of it 
wtll be planted in fruits. Such men as Mr. 
Foster are desirable. He is not afraid to 
invest his money in the fruit industry. He 
will spend $3,000in improvements this sea­ 
son.

A lter M uch D elay They O rder a New 
G reat R egister. 
The Board met yesterday morning and 
preparatory to the event of the day—pass­ 
ing the resolution for the making of a new 
Great Register—indulged in an informal 
discussion of the subject. Supervisor R-ss, 
who introduced the resolution, had hut 
little to say. deeming it best to save his 
arjniunition until later on. The other 
members, however, expressed their views 
freely on either side of the subject. Messrs. 
McMullen and Jackson were, as citizens, i:t 
favor of the new register, but as county 
officials, and having the interests of the 
county to look after, they were not in favor 
of making an expense when the funds of 
the county were barely large enough to 
meet the expenses oí the coming year. 
Mr. Ross, in calling up his resolution for 
the printing of a new register, stated that 
it had beer, insinuated that he did it simply 
for a political issue. This he most em­ 
phatically denied. At this point Mr. Mc­ 
Mullen interrupted the speaker on a point 
of order—Mr. Ross had been speaking to 
his resolution before it had been taken 
from the table. When the resolution had 
been taken up and read to the Board, 
Supervisor Ross moved its adoption, sec­ 
onded by Supervisor Bates. 
On roil-call, Mr. Ross voted in favor of 
the resolution. 
Supervisor McMullen's name was next 
called by the Clerk, and he voted a sharp, 
quick, emphatic “ No IV and in explanation 
of his vote, said : “ In regard to this new 
register, I have no objection to making one 
if we are able ami can pay for it. The law 
says we must make a tax levy in October to 
carry on the expenses of government for 
the next year, and nut having our attention 
called to tli¡3 matter, we made no provision 
for it. In this connection I may state that 
we are under heavy expense for the con­ 
struction of the new bridge over the Ameri­ 
can river, and with the other expenses of 
the county, we will barely be able to make 
both ends meet at the end of the year, and 
I see no way in which to pay for the new 
register. 1 think we can wait another year, 
for the register is as good now as it was a 
year ago, and as fair for one party as for the 
other. I vote no on this proposition.” 
For the same reasons—financial inability 
of the county—Mr. Jackson thought that a 
new register could not be prepared this 
year. Accordingly his vote was registered 
110.Supervisor Bates voted aye. 
This caused a tie, and before casting the 
vote that passed the resolution, President 
Tebhets remarked: ‘‘Gentlemen, you have 
placed me in a very peculiar position. I 
have thought all along that a new register 
was needed, and had tuy attention called 
to this necessity a great many times, and I 
have also talked to many of my constitu­ 
ents in this regard. They are, without ex­ 
ception, in favor of having a new register. 
As regards the funds for this purpose the 
Auditor can tell us where we are, and, as 
there will be money in the treasury shortly 
after tiie hills for making of the register are 
due, Í feil that it is our duty to our constit­ 
uents and to our party to have a new regis­ 
ter, but I think Mr. McMullen and Mr. 
Jackson only opposed the resolution for 
financial reasons. 1 accordingly vote aye 
on the proposition.” 
Before the vote was announced McMul­ 
len changed his vote from no to aye, and 
gave notice that he would move to recon­ 
sider the vote at the next regular monthly 
meeting.

Next Mr. Hammond gave an account of 
tlie conversion of Joe Rickard, who had 
been a bard drinker for twenty vears. He 
said that in Marietta, Ohio, a gentleman 
asked him to speak to two of his friends, 
saving: “ These are good fellows, their 
only fault being they drink a little too 
much.” “ I don't drink much,” said one.

I said I was going 
with him. and I did not care for the talk, 
and I could drive a horse if he was too 
drunk to do so. So we started for our 
drive. I talked to him ot horses, etc., but 
did not say much of Christ or Christianity, 
as 1 was afraid of driving him off. One 
day he said he had two very fine saddle- 
horses. and asked me if I rodé in the sad­ 
dle. I told him yes: that I preferred it to 
buggy-riding, as it was exercise I was sadly 
)n need of. He arranged to call for me the 
next day at noon at the church door. As 
w>' had a grand meeting that dav, 1 was de­ 
tained until 1 o'clock, and entirely forgot 
my friend, Joe Rickard. When T came out of 
the church an hour late on this cold and 
disagreeable dav. I saw Joe still there 
waiting for me. He had stood in the cold 
for a full hour and waited for me to close 
my meeting. I began to apologize, hut he 
said 
he was not cold as lie had 
walked around and kept warm while 
waiting. I then remembered that I had 
made an engagement to go out tor dinner 
on this day, and I said to him, “ Which 
way shall we go? ” lie said. “We shall go 
the way you say.” I then said. “ We will 
go this way;” starting in the direction of 
the dinner. As we were about passing the 
house where I had been invited for 
dinner, the minister saw me and 
came out and insisted in ray coming 
in and bringing my iriend. W e both 
dismounted and entered tlie house. 
After dinner my wife and I talked and 
prayed with Joe Rickard, and he saw that 
he might be saved. He prayed for himself, 
and asked for pardon.

Y’a lu e o f H y g ie n e . 
A medical professor of M nnich, named 
Pettenkofer, lias recently been advocating 
the necessity for more compulsory in­ 
struction in hygiene in all universities 
and technical schools. 
Ife insists th at 
there are four classes of men who es­ 
pecially need a full knowledge of science; 
they are physicians, architects, engineers 
and m ilitary men. 
As an illustration of 
the value of the knowledge, Prof. P etten­ 
kofer cites some figures gathered from 
statistics of the Crim ean and 
l-'ranco- 
Prussian 
wars. 
In 
the 
former, 
he 
says, th e proportion of Freneh soldiers 
who died of wounds received at the hands 
of th e enemy to those who died of di-ease 
was 100 to 375; w hile in the latter named 
war, fifteen years latter, the corresponding 
proportion in the G erm an arm y was 100 
to 43— a gain of 332 per cent. 
More than 
70,000 G erm an soldiers suffering from the 
typhoid fever and more 
than 
30,000 
prostrated w ith dysentery were 
trans­ 
ported across th e French frontier home 
w ithout any increase of the prevalence of 
these m aladies among the country’s civil 
population. 
All this the professor a t­ 
tributes to the advanced knowledge in 
hygenic laws. 
In London during the 17th 
century, the m ortality rate am ounted to 42 
in every 1,000, w hile now, with a popula­ 
tion of nearly 5,000,000, the m ortality only 
amounts to 21 for every 1,000, 
T he E n­ 
glish people, their engineers and architects, 
have been studying hygiene. 


To T a n S m a l l S k i n ».—Small sk in s, 
such a» those of the wolf, dog, badger, 
woodchuck or squirrel, are excellent for 
strings, whip», patching gloves, m ittens, 
and even shoes, repairing harness, etc., and 
can easily be tanned a» follows: 
Put a 
layer of wood ashes two or three inches 
thick in some old vessel of convenient size, 
spread th e skin out on this, pu t on two or 
three more inches of ashes; then pour on 
a little more water than the ashes will 
soak up. 
Let it stand u n til th e h air can 
be easily scraped oS' w ith a chip, w hich 
will he from 24 to 4» hours; then scrape 
off and wash thoroughly in several changes 
of water. 
H ang up, and when the skin 
begins to dry around the edges take down 
and pull and work until it is thoroughly 
dry and pliable, w hich will take perhaps 
two hours. 
As it drys it will turn to a 
beautiful w hite-kid color.— Pvaiiie Farmer.

Several m aster mechanics in the country 
hold th at this product can be confined anil 
used at will, and th e M aster M echanic of 
the hurt W ayne, C incinnati and Louis­ 
ville Road has dem onstrated his belief so 
plainly th at the officials of th a t line have 
placed at his command all the money, men 
and m aterial necessary to a thorough test, 
lh e route of that road is through the 
heart of the immense gas regions of In­ 
diana, m any of the wells being of great 
pressure, and flowing from 3,000,000 to 
12,000,000 cubic feet every twenty-four 
hours. 
Several weeks ago the M aster M echanic 
and 
Superintendent 
had constructed a 
wrought-iron cylinder, eighteen feet long 
and two feet in diam eter, with heavy ends 
screwed in. 
T he cylinder was subjected to 
th e most critical and scientific tests, and 
was provided w ith gauges to register the 
pressure. It was placed on hoard a car and 
transported to M ontpelier, 
Ind., where 
there are located two strong gas wells. 
T he cylinder was attached to one of them , 
which had a rock pressure of 450 ¡kihiuIs 
to the square inch. 
W hen the gas was 
turned 011 th e gauge showed th a t it was 
full in less than one m inute. 
T he tank 
was then loaded 011 the cars and taken to 
the shops at F o rt W ayne. 
H ere it was a t­ 
tached to th e usual natural gas burning ap­ 
paratus with a “regulator” that controlled 
the enormous pressure of the gas so that it 
flowed out in a steady regular current of 
one and a h alf ounces to the square inch, 
the pressure at w hich natural gas is burned. 
The gauge showed th a t th e gas had lost 
hut little ot its pressure, and it supplied 
light in the burners in the shops for sev­ 
eral hours, besides heating one large stove 
and one forge. 
So m uch of a success was the first test 
th at others have been m ade w ith larger 
cylinders and th e gas transported each 
tim e a distance of thirty-eight miles. The 
officials and experts are so well satisfied 
w ith th e experim ent that orders have 
been issued to equip the road engines with 
tanks, and the workmen in the shops are 
now m aking the necessary changes. Large 
steel tanks or cylinders somewhat after the 
pattern of th e Standard Oil Company’s 
cars, are being made, and these will be a t­ 
tached to the engine in the rear of the 
tender. 
T hey will have a capacity equal 
to as many thousand cubic feet oi' gas as 
will represent enough coal to make a trip 
over the road, w hich is about 110 miles in 
length. 
The attachm ent to the fire-box of 
tiie engine and the stoves in the cars will 
be by means of a p ip e leading from the 
tank, and w ill be regulated by a hand- 
screw. 
T he cost is exceedingly sm all, as 
an engine can lie supplied for about tw enty 
cents a day. 
The experim ents made at Fort W ayne 
have been watched by expert mechanics 
employed by the E rie and the Pennsyl­ 
vania Companies, and these systems will 
also commence the construction of gas 
tanks for the same purpose. 
In case the 
tests made liy these companies are success­ 
ful, it will lie only a short tim e until the 
full problem on railw ays is solved.— Knn- 
sa.'t City Times.

A t th e same tim e I stated 
positively th at it was prem ature to say 
anything about the damage, and th a t 1 did 
not know its extent.

The many uses th at kerosene may he put 
in the poultry yard m ake it an alm ost in­ 
dispensable article to be charged to the 
expense account, and no other article will 
so enhance the profits of the poultry yards 
as kerosene dilligently and intelligently 
used. 
For painting the inside oi' nest- 
boxes for setting hens, there is nothing to 
equal it, as it surely kills all vermin with 
w hich it comes in contact, and prevents 
other verm in from entering the nest until 
it 
is entirely evaporated, which, if the 
crude oil is used, will give the hen ample 
tim e to hatch her brood. 
A few drops in 
the drinking w ater occasionally has a good 
effect upon the general health of the flock, 
and for colds or roup there is nothing bet­ 
ter, if properly applied. 
.Scaly legs may he 
cured by sim ply w etting the legs of 'th e 
fouls affected occasionally, and the crude 
oil is best iu this case also, as it takes a 
m uch longer tim e to evaporate. 
W hen 
the crude oil is not readily obtained, some 
kind of heavy oil or grease should lie 
m ixed w ith the kerosene to stav evapora­ 
tion.

The custom of paying eminent barristers 
large retainers to hold their tongue, and 
not appear on the other side, has the feat­ 
ures of own cousin to a bribe, especially if 
any jurist so committed stifles his convic­ 
tions and looks on quietly to see injustice 
done.

W ash in g G lassw are. 
The American Cultivator speaking upon 
this subject says: 
A fter gathering all the 
glassware together, empty all the glasses, 
and if any have had milk in them, rinse 
well in cold water before washing. 
If 
glasses that have had m ilk in them are 
washed in hot water, without being rinsed 
first in cold, they will surely be cloudy, no 
m atter how well they are washed, and 
they will also spoil the water for the rest 
of the glasses. 
Have ready a pan of hot 
water, into which put a few drops of 
ammonia. 
The addition of ammonia to 
water, besides softening it, will give the 
glass a nice jiolish. 
Cse a soft wash-cloth, 
and for this [«lrpose there is nothing better 
than an old napkin. 
W ash each glass 
separately, and put aside to drain. Never, 
it it can be avoided, wash anything be­ 
sides glassware in tiie same pan at one 
time. 
W hen all are washed, begin at the 
first one drained to dry. 
Use the check­ 
ered towels that are purposely for this kind 
of work. 
I sually the glasses drain so dry 
that the towel is only used for polishing, 
and takes the place of the chamois skin 
generally used for this purpose. 
News­ 
papers will be found excellent, if used, 
with which to give a nice polish to glass­ 
ware. 
If soap is used in the wash-water, 
the glass should be wiped immediately 
out of Lite suds, or rinsed in clear hot 
water if left to drain; for if not rinsed, 
but put to drain from the suds, it is sure to 
be streaky, and will require a great tleal of 
labor to make it at all presentable. 
An old toothbrush, kept for the purpose, 
will aid greatly in cleaning cut or pr.ssed 
glassware. 
To clean glass bottles, fill with 
ammonia water, put in some small shot, 
about a teaspoonful to a medium-sized bot­ 
tle, and shake rapidly until the bottle is 
clean. 
When the shot is not convenient, 
small pebbles or cinders will answer the 
same purpose, although they arc not as 
clean to use ¡is the shot. To be sure, where 
a fine glass bottle is to be cleaned, none of 
these tilings should be used, as they are 
sure to scratch and deface the glass. 
Fill 
the bottle two-thirds full of ammonia 
water, put a soft swab on the point of a 
fine bent wire and clean the bottle with 
the swab. 
11 the whole cannot be cleaned 
in this way, after cleaning as much as pos­ 
sible remove the wire, put in the bottle an 
egg-shell broken fine, and shake well. This 
will clean tlie bottle and will not deface 
the glass. 
When putting ice in fragile 
glasses be very careful th at you do not 
drop it in, which is the usual custom, or 
you will be wondering why the bottoms of 
the glasses fall out so easily. 


F eeding for Eggs. 
There is little doubt that the production 
of eggs may be largely increased by a sys­ 
tem atic, scientific plan of feeding, and the 
average poultry-keeper should give this 
m atter a deal of study and attention. The 
scientific part of it need not frighten any 
one who is willing to read, study and put 
into practice what lie learns. 
Those who are recognized authorities 
assert th at the egg product of a hen in her 
prime is about three times her own weight 
yearly, and in view of this fact the im­ 
portance of supplying her with food rich 
in all the elements th at make the egg is at 
once apparent. 
An egg contains all the 
elements of a living chick—flesh, bone, 
sinew, blood and feather—besides the shell 
matter, which is mostly lime. 
The prin­ 
cipal elements in the egg are sulphur, oil, 
phosphorus, lime and nitrogen. 
The food 
that is given the hen should contain all 
the elements th at exist in the egg. 
These 
are found in wheat, oats, corn, bran, lin­ 
seed, crushed bone, mustard seed, sunflower 
seed, and vegetable matter. 
A reasonable 
m ixture of all these, varied more or less, 
with the aid of crushed limestone or gyp­ 
sum, would atlord every element called for 
to produce a constant yield of eggs. 
But there is another point. 
A prom­ 
inent w riter on the subject rightly remarks 
th at one of the greatest mistakes in feed­ 
ing fowls is over-feeding. 
When persons 
get the chicken fever they get enthusiastic 
in the cause and stuff tlicir towls instead 
of feeding them. 
If the hens are allowed 
to run to grain in the barn they cat twice 
as much as they should, and the result is 
a short supply of eggs. 
W here they are 
confined to yards they are too frequently 
gorged with food which makes fat instead 
of providing those elements which go to 
make up the egg. 
As a general tiling com 
is fed to the exclusion of everything else, 
and while it is fattening, it is a poor one if 
fed exclusively. 
No one food contains all 
the elements, and some sort of variety 
must be provided.— Texas Farm arul llaneh. 


T h e Co i.i iks o f t h e A lp in e Sky.— 
When the Alpine sun is setting, or better 
still, some time after he has set, leaving 
the limbs and shoulders of the mountains 
in shadow, while their snowy crests are 
bathed by the retreating light, the snow 
glows with a beauty and solemnity hardly 
equaled by any other natural phenomenon. 
So, also, when first illumined by the rays 
of the unrisen sun, the mountain heads, 
under favorable atmospheric conditions, 
shine like rubies. 
And all this splendor 
is evoked by the simple mechanism of 
minute particles, themselves without color, 
suspended in the air. 
Those who referred 
the extraordinary succession of atmos­ 
pheric glows, witnessed some years ago, to 
a vast and violent discharge of volcanic 
ashes, were dealing w ith “ a true cause.” 
The fine floating residue of such ashes 
would, undoubtedly, lie able to produce 
the effects ascribed to it. Still the mechan­ 
ism necessary to produce the morning and 
evening red, though of variable efficiency, 
is always present in the atmosphere. 
I 
have seen displays, equal in magnificence 
to tiie finest of those above referred to, 
when there was no special volcanic out­ 
burst to which they eottld be referred. 
It 
was the long-eontinued repetition of the 
glows which rendered the volcanic theory 
quite probable.— Prof. John Tyndall.

Probably no other book or brief has been 
issued w hich has so clearly and especially 
stated th e railroad question, so far as it re­ 
lates to the issue between the Pacific R ail­ 
ways and the General G overnm ent. In the 
lim its of an ordinary review it is not possi­ 
ble to set forth with an y degree of detail 
th e argum ents in this convincing brief. 
W e m ust content ourselves w ith a state­ 
m ent of the points made, and expression 
th at the argum ents advanced and illustra­ 
tions used in support are rem arkable for 
th eir sim plicity and directness, and with 
w hich they are applied. 
No one can m is­ 
understand any point m ade, there is no in- 
volvm ent of language or thought, or a sin­ 
gle 
am biguous 
sentence or statem ent. 
T h e 
counsel 
first treat of the public 
policy th at 
led to th e passage of the 
A ct 
to 
aid 
in 
the 
construction 
of 
th e Central Pacific R ailroad, hinder this 
head the history ot legislation by th e Gen­ 
eral G overnm ent is reviewed, and it is 
cleariy show n th at the w ork fostered was 
viewed as of first national im portance, and 
th at at no tim e was it contem plated that 
the G overnm ent was to assum e the attitude 
to the road of an exacting creditor. T he 
w hole view of the legislation for prelim i­ 
nary surveys and inquiry, and th e final 
Acts in aid ot the pioneer railw ay builders, 
bears out the statem ent th at th e people 
w ere content to have the roads built at al­ 
m ost any sacrifice and at any cost. 
There 
w ere far-seeing m en then in authority, who 
foresaw that the building of the roads in ­ 
volved m ore of gain and benefit to the 
G overnm ent than to the com panies. 
The 
projected roads were looked upon as m ean 
to th e preservation of the U nion, and the 
developm ent of a vast area of country, th at 
otherw ise m ust rem ain but partly explored. 
T he tem per and tone of the nation was 
clearly in favor of the aid for the benefits 
to th e G overnm ent, irrespective of financial 
return from the roads. 
As one of the Ser. 
ators of th at day said—and he reflected the 
general sentim ent—the road was fostered 
as a political necessity, to bind the country 
together, and he cared not w hether it paid 
as an investm ent. 
Jt was to be a national 
m eans of com m unication across th e conti­ 
n ent—th at was the one great end and aim . 
T he second division of the argum ent is a 
consideration of the contract betw een the 
U nited States and the Central Pacific Com­ 
pany. 
T he grant of lands and bonds was 
m ade on condition o f building and m ain­ 
taining the road and telegraph line, and 
serving the G overnm ent in transportation, 
the bonds were to be paid at m aturity, and 
th e com pensation for service to th e Gov­ 
ernm ent to be applied to the paym ent of 
bonds and interest, and after the com ple­ 
tion of the road, u ntil the bonds and inter­ 
est w ere pai i. at least 5 per cent, of the net 
earnings were to be annually applied to 
such paym ent. 
T his contract is clearly 
proved by citations of th e law and from the 
debates preceding it. 
T he third division is devoted to th e sub­ 
ject of the change of the contract by Act t f 
Congress ot 1864, by w hich the credit of 
the com pany was im proved by increased 
aid. 
N ext is considered the difficulties of 
construction and the great and unforeieen 
cost involved. 
T here is no m ore interest­ 
ing historic chapter in the volum e. 
It is 
then demor s.rated under the fifth subdi­ 
vision th at the Central Pacific C om pany has 
kept to th e letter every obligation to the 
G overnm ent im posed upon it. 
T his chapi­ 
ter, were it given general publicity, would 
effectually destroy the demagogic rant that 
the com pany has deceived and defrauded 
th e Federal Governm ent, and 
avoided

U pon the question 
of “ dividends.” it 
is show n thai the G overnm ent has had the 
security w hich it dem anded and th at it has 
not, in respect to it, been im posed upon in 
any m anner w hatever. U nder th is head 
exposition is m ade of th e fact th at the road 
was not com pleted on the proceeds of the 
bonds furnished by the G overnm ent. T he 
sum realized from the bonds of the Gov­ 
ernm ent is set forth, and the lact th a t the 
aid given, together w ith the sale of stock of 
the road, was insufficient to compílete the 
road and th at it was left heavily in debt. 
lJut it is also show n that, regardless of any 
sum divided am ong the stockholders, the 
com pany never was and is not now in de­ 
fault, but has rendered to the G overnm ent 
everything required in the contract. 
U nder 
the 
eighth 
and n in th divis­ 
ions of the subject, the contracts let to 
Charles Crocker & Co. and to the Contract 
an d Finance Com pany are treated of, and 
the w hole subject laid bare, and all the 
details of fact recited leading to the neces­ 
sity of such m ethods as were adopited to 
com plete the road and accom plish a task— 
the greatest ever undertaken by pirivate 
individuals in the history of the nation, if 
not of the w orld. 
T he iinancial exhibits 
o f the cost of construction and the applica­ 
tion of aid received, are very fully' detailed. 
U nder the tenth and eleventh divisions, 
the purchase and building of roads consol­ 
idated w ith the Central Pacific is treated, 
and the policy defended and the reasons for 
it justified as wise, econom ic and abso­ 
lutely necessary, and as resulting in the 
highest benefit to the country and to the 
com pany. 
T he twelfth chapter is devoted to the 
subject o f alleged diversion of traffic from 
aided fo non-aided lines, and issue squarely 
taken as to the truth. 
It is true, say coun­ 
sel, in but one case, and for that th e Gov­ 
ernm ent is alone responsible. T he whole 
question and all the facts receive elaborate 
treatm ent, but cannnot be m ore conclu­ 
sively stated than in the chapter itself. 
T he th irteen th chapiter is devoted to “ In ­ 
fluencing Legislation,'” and aft r full expo­ 
sition of charges, it is show n that every ex­ 
penditure has been responded to bv de­ 
tailed vouchers. 
On the abstract question,

contended

legislation

preference for one candidate over another, 
or one policy it: preference to another, and 
that this is both a right and a duty. The 
em ploym ent o f effective service to resist 
injurious or prom ote wise legislation is de­ 
fended w ith clearness and convincing force. 
C itations from E nglish practice are made, 
that show how necessary.becam e expendi­ 
tures there to preserve vital interests from 
legislative assault, and to prom ote legisla­ 
tion that is necearary for th e welfare of the 
country and institutions conserved by its 
policy. 
T he w hole system o f w atchfulness 
over employes, the security lor faithful­ 
ness in service, etc.. is incidentally treated, 
and well 113 the need for corporations 
to protect them selves from the vicious bv 
•ell proper m eans. 
T he disastrous effects of 
th e T hurm an bill are considered in the 
fourteenth chapter, a n d in th e fifteenth the 
indebtedness of the com pany to the U nited 
States. 
N either of these chapters can be 
m ore than referred to, for the reason that 
anything less than a carefully stated expo­ 
sition of the financial .questions involved 
w ill.beintelligible, any attem pt at synop­ 
sis w ould Lc liable to create m isconcep­ 
tions.

seem s to him the cruel and unusual puu- 
i6hmen. with w hich S hakespeareism eeting 
ju st now a t th e hands of esthetic critics. 
T hey h a re ieft the consideration o f the 
beauties and wonders of his lext and fallen 
to counting his woids and lines and sylla 
bles and endings, and from these enum era­ 
tions establishing an algebra by w hich to ; 
dem onstrate the period or chronology of j 
this or th at play or poem , and w rite o f his j 
personal history from im pressions they re- ' 
ceive from this treatm ent of his text, u n til j 
there are as m any Shakespeares as there !

To all these Professor ! 


Morgan devotes him self, and w ith a sever­ 
ity th at aw akens adm iration, and a sincer­ 
ity and logic th at com m ands respect. 
W e have received from George Bruces' 
Sons <fc Co., type founders, New Y ork, the 
m ost elaborate printers’ specim en book we 
have ever seen. 
It contains all the su p ­ 
plem ents to Bruce's specim en books since 
the founder of the house originated it.

peculiar feature of it is th at its pages are ail 
double and there is thus but one side 
prim ed upon. 
A portion of the volum e is
